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The Larry Baber Collection 


of the Medallic Works of William and Charles Barber 


We are delighted to include in the present 
sale this specialized collection featuring the 
works of two esteemed chief engravers of 
the United States Mint. A bit of history on 
the collector and his interest is given below 
in his own words: 


My interest in coin collecting started like many 
others, by putting coins in blue Whitman folders at 
the age of 11. With a paper route providing the funds, 
I was able to fill most holes in the dime, nickel, and 
cent folders from circulation, including a 1909-S V.D.B. 
cent. Near my home in San Diego was a small five and 
dime store, and the owner would kindly hold Indian 
cents and “V” nickels for me. I was able to trade three 
current coins of the same denomination for an out- 
of-circulation variety. Of course, Buffalo nickels and 
Winged Liberty dimes were abundant in circulation. 
My interest in quarters, halves, and dollars was limited 
by necessity, as they were too expensive for my paper 
route budget, although I found Morgan silver dollars to 
be very available and appealing. 


Like many young men cars, girls and sports got in the 
way while I was a teenager and young adult. While in 
the U.S. Air Force, I was assigned to Japan in 1964. The 
Kennedy half dollar was introduced that year and was 
much in demand in Japan. I was able to trade a single 
Kennedy half for a 1,000 Yen Tokyo Olympic coin and 
my interest was rejuvenated. With encouragement 
from my father, a lifelong collector, I was on my way. 


Early on I decided that collecting medals 
was more interesting than assembling a 
set of the same coin design. Each medal 
design was different and attractive, 
and they were not as easy to find as 
standard coinage. The fun was in the 
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search, and I did plenty of searching, often 
resulting in the discovery of something 
I did not even know I was looking for. 
Foraging through dealers’ “medal” boxes 
became a most pleasurable and reward- 
ing pastime. Researching my various finds 
also provided many hours of enjoyment, as it could be 
very time-consuming, particularly in the pre-internet 
era. Selecting William and Charles Barber to collect 
was a natural fit for me, with the name Baber. Many, 
many times I have been called “Barber” when a person 
does not look closely at my name. My stock answer is, 
“I do not cut hair? 


My medal collecting started in about 1975 so my col- 
lection has been building for over 45 years. Recently it 
has become hard to find a Barber medal that I do not 
already own. 


In 2012 I wrote an article for the Numismatist 
about the Medals of the Spring Garden Institute 
of Philadelphia. I have been a life member of the 
American Numismatic Association and the Token and 
Medals Society for the last 40 years. Other member- 
ships include local clubs in San Diego, the California 
State Numismatic Association, and the Hawaii State 
Numismatic Association. Over the past 40 plus years 
I have enjoyed exhibiting parts of my collection at 
national and local coin conventions, and sometimes I 
even won exhibit awards. Currently I am the appointed 
treasurer of the American Numismatic Association 
and the Token and Medals Society, which fits 
my professional background as a retired 
Certified Public Accountant. I was the

The Collection of Silas Stanley Roberts (1888-1966) 


Silas Stanley Roberts was born on September 25, 
1888 in Flandreau, South Dakota to John Hugh 
Roberts (born August 27, 1859 in Waukesha, 
WI) and Mary Elizabeth Seamans Roberts (born 
December 15, 1864 in Princeton, WI). Silas was 
married to Pansy Pierce Roberts (born Sept 25, 1884 
in Hannibal, MO) and owned a road construction 
company in South Dakota. He is remembered by 
surviving family members as something of a trick- 
ster—pulling things out from behind his grandchil- 
dren’s ear and slipping them some cash saying “do 
you suppose you could use this?” 


One of his passions was coin collecting. Over many 
decades he built an expansive “old time” collection, 
including examples of all regular United States de- 
nominations from half cents through double eagles, 
along with classic commemoratives and territorial 
gold. Many of the late 19" and 20" century series are 
complete. As with many other old time collections, 
the condition of the coins varies greatly, as finding 
a superior example was often less important than 
filling the hole. For this reason, the collection com- 
prised superb gems and rarities that will be found 
in the pages of our auction catalogs, as well as cir- 
culated or more modestly valued coins that will not. 


Although the sources for most of Silas’ coins are 
unknown today, family memory holds that some 
coins were inherited from his mother, Mary, a 
painter who lived to age 97. So it is entirely possible 
and quite likely that some of the coins offered here 
have been off the numismatic market for a century 
or more. The coins themselves are evidence that Silas 
collected nearly until the end of his life, updating 
his National Coin Album pages (“Wayte Raymond 
boards”) with issues through the early 1960s. He 
passed away in the summer of 1966, and his col- 
lection was inherited by his grandson Mark, who

greatly enjoyed the collection until his own passing. 
It is Silas’ great-grandchildren who have decided to 
share his fabulous coin collection with the current 
generation of numismatists. 


Offered in this March Las Vegas auction will be 
the majority of Silas’ silver dollars and gold coins, 
including such treasures as an 1867-S $5, tied for 
finest graded at PCGS AU-58; a key date 1889-CC 
silver dollar in PCGS MS-62, and an 1875-CC $20 
graded PCGS MS-62+ and featuring bold cartwheel 
luster. Half cents through half dollars from the Silas 
Stanley Roberts Collection will be featured in our 
June 2021 Auction. 
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The Dr. Jeffrey A. Rudolph Collection 


Dr. Jeffrey Rudolphss interest in numismatics dates 
back to childhood. He fondly recalls his father, Louis, 
a successful entrepreneur in the paper board industry, 
returning from business trips to Philadelphia with 
early Proof sets and uncut paper currency sheets from 
the U.S. Mint. His father would also “pester” bank 
tellers to set aside Barber dimes, quarters and half 
dollars, which were becoming increasingly scarce. 
This fostered young Jeffrey's enthusiasm for the hunt 
that continues to this day. 


Dr. Rudolph, a clinical psychologist, developed a deep 
passion for American history and memorabilia that 
celebrates our nations rich and colorful heritage. His 
interests have centered on historical manuscripts and 
autographs from icons of cultural and political history, 
including such treasures as a hand-written letter penned 
in 1789 by George Washington to New York Governor 
Clinton seeking advice on American neutrality. Jeffrey 
delights in this “unique example of our first President 
striving to protect and preserve what was then our fledg- 
ling and delicate democracy.’ He approaches numismat- 
ics with the very same passion and enthusiasm. 


The Jeffrey A. Rudolph Collection of U.S. Coins and 
Currency is eclectic and expansive. It showcases high 
quality early type coins, a virtually complete set of 
Indian Head cents and a rich cache of pre-1933 gold of 
various denominations. Highlights include a stunning 
Near-Gem 1787 Fugio cent, a Choice Red 1909-S 
V.D.B. Lincoln cent, and an array of Choice Liberty 
Head double eagles. 


The U.S. Currency offers remarkable examples of 
virtually all denominations spanning 150 years of 
issuance. Highlights include an About Uncirculated 50 
PPQ 1869 Rainbow $1, a Gem New 65 PPQ 1934 DGS 
$500 and an About New 50 PPQ 1934A $1,000. 


In reflecting on his long and distinguished career 
in the mental health field, Dr. Rudolph takes pleasure 
and pride in noting that his wife, Andrea, and his sons 
Adam and Justin have also joined him as mental health 
professionals. Jeffrey and Andrea divide their time 
between their two residences, one in northern New 
Jersey and one in Sarasota, Florida.

Steven Studer was born in 
Canton, Ohio to Paul and Julie 
Studer. He developed a love 
for the outdoors early in life, a 
passion that was fueled by in- 
volvement in the Boy Scouts, an 
activity he greatly enjoyed, even- 
tually becoming an Eagle Scout. 
Other early interests included 
learning to fly, achieving his first solo flight on his 16th 
birthday in 1968. He was also fascinated by the ways 
of American Indians, and traveled to numerous Pow 
Wows across the country. 


After high school Steve joined the United States Army, 
serving with the B Troop, 3rd Squadron, 7th Calvary 
in Germany during the Vietnam War. Afterward he 
joined the Army Reserve and served in the Gulf War, 
which led to his retirement as a Master Sargent. 











After returning from his service in Germany he 
moved to Montana where he built a small home on 
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the side of a mountain on 40 acres in the Nye/Fishtail 
area. He earned a masters degree in education from 
the Eastern Montana College. For years Steve also 
served as a proud member of the Nye Volunteer Fire 
Department. 


Steve was a unique individual who lived his life on his 
own terms. He had great respect for the environment, 
choosing to have a simple life where he lived off the 
land. He had a strong interest in history, especially that 
of the Civil War. He was also passionate about rare coins 
and his extensive collection. He would travel through- 
out the United States to numismatic auctions in pursuit 
of rare coins for his collection. He was a member of the 
Liberty Seated Collectors Club and was fascinated by 
the coinage of the New Orleans branch mint. 


Sadly Steve was killed in a tragic car accident, while 
returning from the ANA National Money Show in 
Atlanta. Stack’s Bowers Galleries is saddened by the 
loss, and honored to have been chosen to present his 
cherished coins at auction.

Betts-21, Van Loon I:548. Silver. Choice Extremely Fine. 51 mm. 
45.73 grams. This is only the third example of this type that we have 
offered in recent years, and it is finer than the Ford XIII:675 specimen 
that realized an impressive $12,650 in our (Stacks) January 2006 
sale. Wonderfully original surfaces are warmly and evenly toned in 
steel-olive, subtle mauve undertones evident to the persistent viewer. 
The strike is well centered and sharply executed, all design elements 
retaining bold to sharp detail in the absence of all but light friction. 
A few marks are scattered about, most are small in size or otherwise 
insignificant, although a moderate nick above the horse's forelegs 


pleasingly toned example offers great detail and bold relief. Some 
chasing is noted in the fields, and the edges have been worked a bit— 
aspects which are consistent with such casts. Quite RARE and highly 
attractive.

An important medal with the clearest 
connection to the larger history of the western hemisphere than any 
seen in Betts to this point. The rivalry between the two nations lasted 
the better part of the century to come.

1693 Louis XIV Felicitas Domus Augustae Medal. Betts-75, var.

Most likely a presented and worn medal, not only because it has been 
pierced, but because both sides exhibit scattered marks and edge 
blemishes typical of a medal awarded to a Native American. Actual 
wear is light, however, and largely confined to the high points, with 
the design retaining plenty of sharp definition. Rich steel and copper- 
brown patina provides a handsome and fully original appearance. 
This was one of a series of medals struck to celebrate the prosperity

of the Royal House. The first of this series, Betts-75, was officially 
presented to Native Americans, while some others went to Native 
Americans through unofficial channels.

Rare and Historic 1773 Carib War Medal

1773 Carib War Medal. Betts-529. Silver, cast and chased. Mint 
State. 54.0 mm, 67.0 mm including loop. 1006.4 grains. A spectacular 
and distinctive example of this 18th century classic, issued locally 
on the island of St. Vincent to troops engaged in putting down an 
uprising of the native / creole Caribs in late 1772 and early 1773. The 
medal was authorized by the Legislative Assembly of the Island of St. 
Vincent, making this a true West Indian medal rather than an English 
one. The Carib War engaged the native Caribs, a creole population 
of indigenous and African descent, against the English in a classic 
battle between colonizers and the colonized. The population of Saint 
Vincent exploded after the island's 1762 conquest in the Seven Years 
(French and Indian) War, and the new arrivals all expected to find 
land to establish sugar plantations. Their entitlement forced English 
authorities into traditionally native lands, and the natives fought 
back. Five months of guerrilla warfare against superior numbers of 
better outfitted troops ended with a treaty and a promise of “firm 
and lasting peace and friendship.’ These words, for those who know 
the history of North American Anglo-native relations, or the medals 
attendant to them, may sound familiar. 


All known specimens are cast and chased, meaning these were 
cast from a mould, then hand finished with engraving tools. Those 
awarded at the time (1773) were wrapped in a rim with a decorative 
bezel of the type seen here. Non-bezeled specimens are known in 
copper and iron, but those appear to be either not intended for 
distribution, aftercasts of a later date, or both. This examples chasing 
is far more elaborate and decorative than usually encountered. While 
most specimens have the bare essentials of detail on King George's 
bust and somewhat matte, pebbly surfaces in the fields, this example 
was exquisitely chased with elaborate filigree detail, fine leatherwork 
on the cuirass, and a punched beaded border around the inside of 
the obverse rim. The reverse has been decorated with an extremely 
well accomplished twin-leaf border design. The details have been 
strengthened and the fields have been smoothed. The legends on 
both sides have been strengthened. There is no reason to suspect 
this chase work is of a later era, instead, some of the casts were very 
poorly done, and it appears the chaser simply took a poorly defined 
cast and really went to town on it. We could speculate this was done 
for an officer of elevated rank or some such. An elegant and unique 
example of this highly significant medal.

40 
mm. Blended mahogany and autumn-brown patina dominates 
the in hand appearance for the obverse, the reverse with similar 
toning around splashes of bolder charcoal-olive in and around 
the center. Light high point rub and scattered handling marks 
explain the near-Mint grade from NGC, but most major design 





elements remain sharp, and there are no sizeable blemishes. 
Combining the obverse of Betts-546 with the reverse of 
Betts-616, this muling was struck at the U.S. Mint from dies 
produced by John Reich for Sansom’s History of the American 
Revolution series. This particular combination of dies is quite 
scarce; its placement in the Betts, Julian and Greenslet works 
places extra pressure on the very limited supply.

Paris Mint Restrike from 
Original Dies. Adams-Bentley 8, Betts-568, Julian NA-1. Bronze. 
MS-66 BN (NGC). 56 mm. Outstanding Gem Mint State quality for 
this classic Comitia Americana and naval medal type. Both sides 
are fully struck with razor sharp detail to even the highest design 
elements. Richly toned reddish-copper surfaces are overall satiny in 
texture, yet with modest semi-reflective qualities evident in the fields 
at direct viewing angles. Free of even a single mentionable blemish, 
this pristine-looking beauty will please even the most discerning 
collector. Marked on the edge with a pointing hand and CUIVRE, 
the Paris Mint mark that attributes this piece to the 1845 to 1860 
striking period, though it was struck from the original dies executed 
by the skilled Augustin Dupre. 
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“1779” (1880-1901) Captain John Paul Jones / Bonhomme 
Richard vs. Serapis Naval Medal. Paris Mint Restrike from 
Original Dies. Adams-Bentley 8, Betts-568, Julian NA-1. Silver. 
MS-63 (NGC). 56 mm. Attractive silver-gray surfaces exhibit a fine 
grain sandblast finish; close inspection with a loupe reveals myriad 
tiny facets to the texture. Fully struck with impressive high relief 
to the design elements, especially Captain Jones’ portrait, this is a 
beautiful Choice example of a classic Comitia Americana medal. The 
Paris Mint restrikes of this type differ from the U.S. Mint versions 





Arguably the most popular of the early American naval medals, 
Adams-Bentley 8 was produced to commemorate the tactical victory 
of a Franco-American naval squadron under the command of 
Continental Navy Captain John Paul Jones over two British warships 
protecting a merchant convoy on September 23, 1779. Known to 
history as the Battle of Flamborough Head, the battle took place in 
the North Sea off the coast of Yorkshire and is widely regarded as one 
of the most significant naval engagements of the Revolutionary War 
by the Americans. During the engagement, Jones’ ship Bonhomme 
Richard forced the surrender of the British HMS Serapis under the 
command of Captain Sir Richard Pearson in close combat. 





in that they are signed on both sides by the sculptor and often have 
edge inscriptions which allow collectors to more closely date their 
specimens. The edge of this specimen is inscribed with a cornucopia 
and ARGENT (silver), as noted on the NGC insert, indicating that 
this medal was produced between the years of 1880 and 1901 (the 
NGC holder says 1880-1898).

This one was produced after the original dies had 
been sandblasted to remove defects. 
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“1781” (ca. 1840) Daniel Morgan at Cowpens Military Medal. 
Barre Dies, after Dupre. Adams-Bentley 10, Julian MI-7. Copper. 
MS-65 RB (NGC). 56 mm. A distinctive and attractive striking of 
this famous medal, one of Augustin Dupre’s signal contributions 
to the Comitia Americana medal corpus from the decade after the 
American Revolution. Struck, as usually seen, from the copy dies 
faithfully produced at the Paris Mint in 1839, this example does 


not have the usual and often drab bronzed finish, but instead shows 
the lively reddish shades of unbronzed copper. Abundant mint 
color remains, barely faded and richly lustrous, with just a few little 
specks here and there. While we sell examples of this popular medal 
regularly, this is the only one designated RB by either grading service 
that we have ever offered. A spectacular production from the US 
Mint of one of the greatest of all American medals. 


Military Medals 
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“1846-1847” (1850) Palmetto Regiment Medal. Silver. About 
Uncirculated, Cleaned. 48.5 mm. 41.74 grams. Ribbon at lower 
reverse inscribed to the recipient ALEXANDER TUNNISON. 
The state of South Carolina authorized gold and silver medals to 
be presented to the officers and men of the Palmetto Regiment for 
their participation in the Mexican-American War battles of Vera 
Cruz, Contreras, Churubusco, Chapultepec and Carita de Belen. 
This classic American medal, struck in Charleston in 1850, is the 
result. It is believed that 882 specimens were awarded, 68 in gold for 
the officers and 814 in silver for the noncommissioned offers and 





enlisted men. This is an above average example with sharp to full 
detail remaining throughout the intricate and attractive design. Light 
hairlining explains our qualifier, but the surfaces have retoned nicely 
in iridescent steel-olive. A couple of nicks in the upper obverse field 
are noted, but there are few sizeable marks to either side. This is a 
scarce and popular type that enjoys strong demand at all levels of 
preservation, the typical survivor well worn if not also significantly 
impaired (many were carried as pocket pieces). The present example, 
again well above average, is sure to catch the eye of advanced 
collectors. 
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“1863” (ca. 1865) Major General Ulysses. S. Grant Medal. By 
Anthony C. Paquet. Julian MI-29. Bronze. MS-62 BN (NGC). 
102 mm. A sharply defined and handsome piece to represent this 
impressive type. Blended olive and autumn-brown patina to both 
sides, the surfaces revealing more vivid faded rose color in a few 
isolated areas. Light carbon on the obverse and a few tiny marks 


in the expansive reverse field are noted, commensurate with the 
assigned grade. Awarded by Resolution of Congress, December 17, 
1863, for the capture of Vicksburg. This is one of the largest medals 
struck by the Philadelphia Mint. Today the site of the battle is a vast 
national park with motor tours and a park headquarters with exhibits 
— well worth visiting.

Julian 
NA-23. Bronze. MS-64 BN (NGC). 65 mm. A notable example of 
this popular War of 1812 medal, struck with a fully reflective finish 
on both sides.

Struck from the original obverse and reverse dies, the reverse is 
now broken, with a cud from 9:00 to 10:30 and another from above 
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“1898” (Inst. 1901) West Indies Naval Campaign (Sampson) 
Medal. Bronze. About Uncirculated. 38.5 mm, excluding ribbon 
and pinback hanger; approximately 81 mm x 40 mm overall. Reverse 
inscribed SANTIAGO DE CUBA, JULY 3 below in exergue. Edge 
inscribed FRED RENNEWANZ, F. 1ST. C. Pinback hanger with 
US.S. HARVARD, ribbon bright and clean. Both the hanger and

Exceptional Treaty of Easton Restrike 
Rare and Beautiful 
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“1757” Treaty of Easton or Quaker Indian Peace Medal. Restrike. 
Julian IP-49, Betts-401, Jamieson Fig. 8. White Metal. Very Choice 
About Uncirculated. 43.1 mm. 385.0 grains. Light pewter gray 
with faint die finishing lines that give the piece an almost prooflike 
appearance when rotated in the light. Largely, a fine satin texture 
is seen up close, along with few gentle hairlines that seem almost 
unavoidable in this soft composition. A scarce and important issue, 
likely struck about 1810 at the U.S. Mint. In 1813, Joseph Richardson 
sent “impressions...from dies that have long been in possession of 
my predecessor and myself” to fellow Philadelphian Thomas Wister. 
The few known white metal specimens of this metal struck from this 
early (essentially perfect) state of the dies are similar in character and 


composition to early die state white metal Kittanning medals and 
the white metal Gates at Saratoga medals, which are known to have 
been struck at the U.S. Mint circa 1801 by Adam Eckfeldt. Joseph 
Richardson the Younger, the writer of the letter cited above and the 
son of the man who struck both this medal and the Kittanning medal 
in 1756-57, then served as Assayer of the U.S. Mint. Two of these 
white metal strikes were present in the Ford Collection, and another 
was Offered in our 2001 sale of the Lucien LaRiviere Collection. This 
would be an important addition to a collection of Peace medals or 
US. Mint issues.

Struck Solid 
Silver. Choice Extremely Fine. 78.3 mm. 1378.0 grains. Original 
ornamented suspension loop intact. Handsome deep silver gray 
patina with subtle overtones of blue and green. Though lightly 
hairlined and with a number of scratches visible in the fields, the 
overall eye appeal is superb. The details are crisp and the rims are 
almost completely unimpaired. Struck from the later die state with 
a long obverse break crossing the shoulder and extending upward 
into the left obverse field. Minor evidence of double striking is seen 





in the reverse intricacies. While not an American medal in terms 
of its source, it was produced specifically for distribution in North 
America during the periods of the American Revolution and War 
of 1812. This was the most common style seen suspended from the 
necks of Native Americans who had sworn their allegiance to the 
Crown during those important conflicts and is thus an important 
part of the medallic story of the early United States.

Choice Extremely Fine, or perhaps better. 76.5 mm. 1608.0 grains. 
Original ornate suspension hanger is intact. Exceptional eye appeal 
due to the overall sharpness of the medal as well as the mildly 
reflective fields that help accentuate the design. Soft blue, gold and 
lilac toning is seen through the fields while generous light to medium 
silver gray remains in places. Close inspection reveals many small 
marks, fine scratches and hairlines but none may be considered 
overly distracting and all should be expected on an awarded Peace 


medal, even one of superior quality. Evidence of three distinct 
impressions are visible on both sides in the form of broad radial 
doubling of many of the letters of the obverse legend, and similar 
outlines on the reverse peripheral design features. In NASCAS sale 
of the Kessler-Spangenberger Collection, the last time this medal was 
offered publicly, it was noted to have been struck over another type, 
but this seems to have been a misinterpretation of the artifacts of the 
multiple strikes. An apparent museum number, in India ink, is seen 
at the lower reverse, seemingly applied over a thin swath of lacquer 
has that prevented toning in this area.

Very 
Fine. 77.7 mm. 1439.2 grains. Pierced for suspension at 12:00 as usual, 
but with the original integral loop lost. Distress within the piercing as 
well as the general quality of the medal suggests one that was owned by 
someone who was long unwilling to shift allegiance from the British to 
the Americans, as this piece was worn well. It bears the commensurate 
scars in the form of many small nicks and gentle dents, but the light 
silver surfaces and overall even appearance allow for rather nice eye 
appeal. It also has the intriguing detail of an apparent name cut into 
the right reverse field. We have not been able to make out the letters 
clearly, but it is unmistakably an intentional application of letters. It 
probably points to a past owner or perhaps even the original recipient, 
and though undeciphered, it adds a bit of character and appeal.

Many scattered nicks and marks, including some tiny ones on the rims 
and one small obverse mark that was heavy enough to dent the medal 
just slightly. Both sides also show some fine scratches, but they are 
not too obvious without magnification. Traces of prooflike texture are 
noted in the recesses, the details remain sharp and the eye appeal is 
generally quite nice.

(Obverse 1, Reverse A). Silver. About Uncirculated. 60.0 mm. 1180.8 
grains. Original suspension hanger. Generously prooflike surfaces on 
both sides with only a few small marks and a trace of gentle wear on 
the high points. Considerable light silver remains throughout, though 
deeper blue and gray heavily accent the recesses, particularly on the 
obverse. Overall this is an incredibly attractive medal that really 
requires no apologies. What appears to be a tiny obverse rim bump 
is actually a small rim break (in the die) and is as made. Beautifully 
struck with superb expression of the designs on both sides. The digit 
4 in the date shows strong evidence of an earlier placement too far 
to the left. Just 17 examples of the dated medium-size medal were 
listed in the John W. Adams Census, published in 1999. It is unclear if 
this one was listed among them, but considering the source, in 2008, 
we suspect that this would be an addition. What has been thought as 
likely the finest known example (Adams’ own specimen) was sold in 
our November 2020 sale of the Ness Collection. This one was Ness’ 
duplicate and almost as nice as the first one we sold. There is an old 
black ribbon attached. The 1814-dated medals of this size are quite a 
bit rarer than the large ones, with just over twice as many large ones 
listed in the Adams Census.

Extremely Rare Third-Size Madison in Silver 
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1809 James Madison Indian Peace Medal. Third Size. Julian IP-7, 
Prucha-40. Silver. Extremely Fine. 50.8 mm. 825.4 grains. Neatly 
pierced for suspension at 12:00, as issued. Fairly uniform deep gray 
silver on both sides, with slight accents of pale blue in the fields and 
traces of light natural surface debris in some of the recesses. Close 
inspection reveals many tiny marks and a few small scratches, the 
most notable beneath Madison's truncation. These marks are quite 
consistent for an issued medal, which this almost certainly was. 
However, it was handled with a degree of care, and is among the 
nicer examples of the few small-size Madisons known, discounting 
the superb but unpierced one in the collections of the Massachusetts 
Historical Society. The present medal retains some of its original 
prooflike reflectivity in the fields, which makes for an unusually 
inviting aesthetic overall. Excellent detail remains throughout. 


A single die chip is noted inside the reverse rim at 3:00. This is visible 
on nearly all medals from this reverse die, through those issued for 
the Polk administration. The only exception we have seen is a lone 
Madison in the collections of Colonial Williamsburg, a specimen we 
sold in January 1999. This failure came early, after some very small 





number of medals was struck. A line left by a joint in the collar is 
noted on the edge at 6:00. 


We are aware of just 12 specimens of the silver Madison in this size, 
although one we have not yet been able to confirm with photographic 
evidence. Fully half of those known to us are in institutional 
collections, including the one we do not have images of, but it is at 
the ANS, so it is probably a reliable entry. When we offered the Ness 
Collection medals in November 2020, we sold the Madison as one of 
13 known, but further study has revealed one entry to be a duplicate 
or forgery, so the number known has been reduced accordingly. 
When we offered the Ness medal, it was the only example in silver 
we had offered in a decade (having offered the same piece in 2013 
and in 2020), so it is remarkable to be able to offer another so soon, 
particularly one that is equally nice. In fact, this is a virtual twin to 
the Ness specimen. When Carl Carlson did his research on auction 
appearances in 1986, he found only six auction records for a silver 
Madison of this size, and some of those were almost certainly repeat 
appearances of single medals. The third-size Madison remains the 
rarest size of the three issued.

Julian IP-8, Prucha-41. Bronze. About Uncirculated. 75.9 mm. 
3397.0 grains. Sharp and pleasing, though faint reddish brown in the 
fields is a remnant from an old cleaning. Pleasing color has returned 
to a degree, however, with light olive brown accented by soft blue. 
Mildly prooflike in the reverse field. Struck from the original reverse 
die that was replaced in 1846; however the original reverses were 
pulled back into service even after the replacement dies had been 


used, so this does not indicate with any certainty the time period in 
which it was struck. There are small areas of spalling on the reverse, 
including beneath the fingers of the clasped hands, left of the cuffed 
wrist, and close to the handle tip of the tomahawk. 


Though not particularly rare in bronze, silver first-size Monroe 
medals are one of the rarest issues in the entire U.S. Peace medal 
series, so most collectors will have to purchase one of these to 
represent the type, even in the most advanced collections. 
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Very Sharp and Rare James Monroe in Silver 
The Second Size 
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1817 James Monroe Indian Peace Medal. Second Size. Julian IP-9, 
Prucha-41. Silver. Extremely Fine. 62.9 mm. 1454.6 grains. Neatly 
pierced for suspension at 12:00, as issued. Lovely medium gray silver 
with soft blue and gold accents on both sides. Slightly deeper toning 
in the recesses, close to the rims and outlining the devices serves 
to accentuate the sharp design features. The surfaces exhibit many 
tiny marks but only a couple of moderate size are easily noticed 
without magnification. This is undoubtedly an awarded medal, 
and yet it remains remarkably sharp for a piece with such history. 
A small “eraser” mark is noted in the right obverse field, the result 
of someone having tried to minimize a faint “1.25” scratched into 
the field—someone who didnt appreciate how such markings add 
character to these particular medallic artifacts. 


According to original Mint records. there were 100 second-size 
Monroe medals struck, but only 12 distributed by the time the Office 


of Indian Trade (the physical keeper of the medals) closed. All 88 
remaining were transferred back to the War Department. This does 
not mean, however, that those 88 were never distributed, though 
undoubtedly some remained unused and were melted, as frequently 
occurred when administrations changed. We are aware of 14 distinct 
specimens, with one of these not yet confirmed by photographic 
evidence. Five of these, including the unconfirmed one, are in 
institutional collections. This is a rather handsome medal overall, 
and quite a bit sharper than that we sold in the Larry Ness Collection 
in November 2020. While this one had been called “Very Fine” in 
the Ford sale, those grade assignments were of an old standard long 
used for medals that is becoming increasingly obsolete in the era of 
third-party grading. As such, we have endeavored to more accurately 
reflect the overall sharpness and appearance for a modern audience.

1089.7 
grains. Neatly pierced for suspension at 12:00. Relatively light silver 
gray with some slightly deeper gray patina close to the rims and a 
spray of tiny dark spots across the obverse as seen on several of the 
medals with the Dr. William Bridge provenance. Very sharp and 
mildly prooflike on both sides. Lightly hairlined, and with patches of 
seemingly intentional microscopic abrading visible in the fields that 
was probably intended to minimize the light spalling and die rust. No 
serious marks otherwise. 


This medal was struck from later states of both dies, the reverse being 
most notable for the two small die chips in the recess of the rim at 
3:00. A single chip, the upper one, is seen on nearly all medals from 
this die, from the Madison medals through those for Taylor (only 
restrikes, in the latter case), but the second break did not occur until 
at least 1850, so we at least have a start date for the earliest possible 
vintage of the numerous silver medals featuring this late state. By 
1850, the Jackson obverse featured here had seen little use since the 
spring of 1832, so it makes sense that it shows some light rusting. It 
is not known when or for what purpose these late-state medals were 
struck, but they exist for most presidents from John Quincy Adams 
to Zachary Taylor; they were made at roughly the same time and are 
clearly products of the U.S. Mint. They are uniformly of good quality, 
consistently pierced and rare. Of the 20 third-size Jackson medals 
known to the present writer, just three are from the late die state. For 
the Peace medal purist, these medals may be deemed less desirable, 
but they are ideal for collectors of U.S. Mint medals as they deliver a 
standard of preservation and aesthetics rarely found for issued Peace 
medals. This one was removed from an NGC holder, graded AU-55. 
The tag is included with this lot.

Neatly 
pierced for suspension at 12:00, as issued, with a bit of wear in the 
hole that points unmistakably to it having been worn by a recipient 
for some time. Quite pleasing overall with medium gray surfaces that 
are just a trifle lighter on the high points, while outlines of deeper 
green and gold toning are seen through the legends and outlining 
the devices. Close inspection reveals some natural deposits caked 
into the recesses as well, pointing not only to this medal’s use as was 
intended, but also to its originality. Numerous scattered fine nicks 
and marks, though none visually stands out or draws the eye. Under 
magnification a series of tiny marks across Van Buren’ head look 
almost as if someone tried to intensify the sharpness of the hair detail, 
though the marks are vertical. 


This medal is struck from the early state of the reverse, with just a 
single chip inside the rightmost rim. We have records of 13 third-size 
Van Buren medals, and have not identified a single one that is from 
the later die state. This is most curious, as late-state examples exist for 
all of the third-size issues dated 1829 to 1849, except this one. Of the 
13 medals we are aware of, four are in institutional collections.

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1841 John Tyler Indian Peace Medal. Second Size. Julian IP-22, 
Prucha-45. Silver. Choice About Uncirculated. 62.4 mm. 1546.8 
grains. Neatly pierced for suspension, as issued, with what is likely 
the original suspension loop both intact and unbent. The surfaces are 
strongly prooflike in the fields and deeply toned throughout. Dark 
gray is mottled with traces of soft golden brown, lighter silver and 
pale blue on both sides. There are faint marks in the fields, but none 
is worthy of specific mention and all blend nicely into the overall 
aesthetic due to the patina. The detail is crisp throughout, and the 
squared rims retain a fine wire-like fin that is easily felt, if not sharp. 


While official records indicate that 100 second-size Tyler medals were 
produced (along with 60 in the largest size and 100 in the smallest 
format), it appears that the actual distribution was probably quite 
small based on known survivors today. According to Father Prucha, 
more than 40% of the original mintage was returned to the mint and 


melted for use in striking the medals of the next administration. All 
Tyler medals in silver are rare, with the largest size medals being 
the rarest. These are followed closely by this size in terms of total 
number known, but there is an important and relevant die state 
distinction for the smallest size, discussed in our offering of one in 
the following lot. The writer is aware of seven surviving second size 
examples, with three of those in institutional holdings. This piece 
is arguably the finest known in a technical sense, though a claim 
to the status might be made for the FC.C. Boyd-Ford medal (Ford 
XVI:137), which is perhaps just a trifle less sharp, but lighter in color 
and most handsome. Beyond discussion of the medals themselves, 
it must be stated that for anything numismatic, a Garrett Collection 
provenance, as offered here, is legendary.

Pierced for 
suspension at 12:00, as issued, with the upper edge somewhat thinned 
by long-term wearing of this piece. Medium gray silver with soft green, 
gold and blue overtones. A fairly well-handled medal with many small 
abrasions of varying depths and a few very faint scratches. Aside from 
small marks over the portrait and below the clasped hands, most 
marks require magnification to discern individually. Evenly struck and 
worn, with a nicely balanced appearance as a result. There seems to be 
a minor bend in the flan, a condition not unusual on a Peace medal 
that was clearly awarded and worn. Virtually identical to the medal 
offered in the November 2020 Ness Collection offering, this being his 
duplicate. 


A single small die chip is seen outside of the inner rim border just 
below the 3:00 position. This die was used to strike all medals of this 
size bearing dates 1809 through 1845, as well as some Zachary Taylor 
restrikes. This is the earlier of the two states observed and clearly an 
original, one of the 100 reported struck between December 1842 
and January 1843. Of those 100 medals, we are aware of just four or 
five that exhibit the early die state, guaranteeing them to be original 
impressions. One of the five is unconfirmed as to die state, but the 
degree and pattern of the wear is strongly suggestive of an early state 
medal. The other five third-size Tyler medals we are aware of are all 
the later state. As such, originals of this size are just as rare as the first- 
size medals and have probably been underappreciated over the years. 
An old green silk ribbon is included with this lot, as is an NGC tag 
identifying this medal simply as “Genuine.”

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1841 John Tyler Indian Peace Medal. Third Size. Julian IP-23, 
Prucha-45. Silver. Choice Extremely Fine. 51.0 mm. 1033.9 grains. 
Pierced for suspension, as typical. Pleasing light silver gray over much 
of the obverse with somewhat dark mottled gold, blue and violet toning 
outlining the devices and legends. The reverse is toned similarly, but 
with soft steel blue over much of the surface. Both sides retain traces of 
prooflike reflectivity, the medal is beautifully struck and the piercing is 
neat and regular. On the whole, the aesthetic quality is superb. 


The surfaces are lightly hairlined as typical for a medal held in non- 
numismatic hands. A small area of faint circular tooling behind Tyler's 
portrait also adds some character. This piece was struck from the 
later die state observed for third-size medals, guaranteeing that this 
piece was not produced prior to 1850. This said, the array of scattered 
small nicks is consistent with an issued medal, though not one that 
was heavily worn. Most of the third size medals with this Peace and 
Friendship reverse are known from two die states, and since the Polk 
medals, the last originals struck from this die, are found in both states, 
it is clear that the reverse was still in the earlier stats as of the summer 
of 1846 when the first of the Polk medals were completed. We have no 
information as to the striking of these late-state medals, but the fact 
that some do appear to have been worn is suggestive that they were 
not produced for sale to collectors who would have taken care to not 
mishandle them. The faint tooling on this piece is a prime piece of 
supporting evidence. 


We are aware of 10 examples of the third-size Tyler in silver, with 

four of them in institutional hands, these being at the ANS, Colonial 

Williamsburg, the Denver Museum of Nature and Science and the 

Gateway Arch National Park in St. Louis. At least two of these four 

institutionally owned medals are also from the late-state reverse. 
Discovered at a Philadelphia Estate Sale. 
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1849 Zachary Taylor Indian Peace Medal. Third Size. Julian IP-29, 
Prucha-47. Silver. Extremely Fine. 51.1 mm. 1072.9 grains. Neatly 
pierced for suspension at 12:00. Lightly prooflike in the fields on 
both sides. The obverse has large areas of bluish slate patina in the 
fields, through the legends and in the recesses of the portrait, and 
similar toning toward the right reverse and inside the rim. Otherwise 
medium to light gray on both sides. What appear to be microscopic 
intentional field abrasions are detected, as are a few scattered tiny 
pinprick marks, concentrated in various areas. 


This is a most curious medal. It was determined in 1846 that the long- 
utilized Peace and Friendship reverse die was no longer of sufficient 
quality to produce more medals, and new reverse dies for all three 
sizes were prepared for the issued Zachary Taylor medals struck in 
late 1849 and early 1850. However, this medal was struck using the 
original pre-1846 die, now in the later of two observed die states. It is 





easy to spot, with two die chips inside the right reverse rim. It is one 
of a series of such later products that includes medals featuring most 
of the presidents beginning with John Quincy Adams and ending 
with this issue. Based on close study of silver and bronze medals of 
Taylor struck from the two different reverses, the writer believes that 
these “First Reverse” Taylor medals were struck after those struck 
using the new dies intended for the original issued medals. 


Whatever the true story of these late-state medals, they generally 
do show evidence of having been worn, though it is often much less 
aggressive than seen on early state medals. As for the Taylor medals 
in general, all small-size issues in silver are very rare. Your cataloger 
has documented six silver Taylor medals of this size, divided equally 
between the two die states.

Lovely light mahogany bronze with geometric flecks of tan throughout 
as commonly seen on this finish. Glossy and gently reflective in 





the fields. Scattered fine marks are visible under magnification but 
otherwise the eye appeal is quite pleasing. One tiny spot is noted on 
the obverse rim near 2:30.

1743.8 grains. Deep chocolate and mahogany surfaces with some 
lighter chestnut brown on the high points from minor handling. 
Satiny and lustrous with subtle traces of pale blue and gold in the 
fields. A few tiny flecks on both sides and a small nick in the right 
reverse field. As with the example in the primary Ness Collection 
sold by us in November 2020, this was struck from very late-state, 
sunken dies, leaving the fields wavy and irregular. On the reverse, 
a die crack follows the exergual line and turns upward, crossing the 
Native Americans left leg. Three smaller breaks extend from the 


drapery into the rear ground beyond. This break is seen on all but 
one of the bronze impressions we have handled in the last decade, 
this medal being very rare in the early state. The Fillmore medals 
in bronze were struck after the 1853-dated Pierce medals in bronze. 
They share the same reverse, yet the large break just described is 
not seen on the Pierce medals we have studied. Carl Carlson noted 
just nine auction records for a second-size bronze Fillmore medal. 
we have sold about six different examples in the last decade or so, 
including both of the Ness Collection medals in prior appearances.

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Very Sharp 1857 James Buchanan in Silver 
The First Size 
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1857 James Buchanan Indian Peace Medal. First Size. Julian IP-34, 
Prucha-50. Silver. Extremely Fine. 75.7 mm. 2650.8 grains. Neatly 
pierced for suspension at 12:00, as issued. Primarily dark gray silver, 
with light brownish gray in some of the recesses and generous traces 
of soft blue iridescence on both sides when the medal is at a certain 
angle to the light. A gentle bend is detected in the flan, though there 
is no other damage such as large impact marks to account for it. In 
fact, the surfaces are rather nice aside from the fine hairlines and tiny 
marks that come into view under magnification. Evidence of multiple 
strikes is seen on both sides, but this is expected and usually seen as 
we know that several impressions from the dies were necessary to 
fully bring up the reliefs on these large medals. This piece is quite 
sharp, with excellent detail throughout. The rims are high and sharp, 
with a broad wire around much of the reverse and a small arc on the 
obverse. 





Though overshadowed a bit by the more famous Lincoln medals, this 
is the first use of a new reverse design that happens to include what 
is believed to be the first medallic depiction of baseball. A prominent 
centering dot on this die, used by the engraver to align his engraving 
work, serves as a ball in flight on both of the original dies (large and 
small format) by Joseph Willson. When the large reverse die broke 
after just a few impressions for the Lincoln administration, a copy die 
was produced which does not bear this detail. 


The writer knows of 16 different specimens, and this is among the 
nicer in terms of overall sharpness and cleanliness of the surfaces. 
The aforementioned bend is relatively minor and of little aesthetic 
consequence. Unfortunately we have not yet been able to ascertain a 
provenance for this medal, but believe that it has been off the market 
since at least 1981. 
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1862 Abraham Lincoln Indian Peace Medal. First Size. Second 
Reverse. Julian IP-38, Prucha-51, Cunningham 22-020Bz, King- 
520. Bronzed Copper. Mint State. 75.7 mm. 2933.7 grains. A really 
handsome specimen with glossy deep brown surfaces that exhibit a 
trace of light mahogany and tan speckling. Gently prooflike and with 





minimal handling. The only notable marks are small rim bumps on 
the reverse, but they are not terribly distracting on this otherwise 
very nice medal. In fact, it is nicer looking than the one sold in our 
November 2020 Ness Collection, graded MS-62 by NGC. That medal 
brought $2,160. 
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Lovely 1862 Lincoln Peace Medal

Second Reverse. Julian IP-38, Prucha-51. Silver. Choice Very 
Fine. 76.0 mm. 3163.8 grains. Lovely medium steel-gray with 
deeper tones in the recesses and traces of light iridescence 
toward the rims. Somewhat lighter gray on the higher points 
of the motifs. A few trivial scattered marks are noted in the 
open fields, but this medal is free of the large marks typical 
of awarded pieces. Traces of prooflike reflectivity remain on 
both sides, giving this piece a particularly pleasant aesthetic. 
Neatly pierced at 12:00, as issued, with an intact suspension 
ring. Struck on a very heavy planchet, with rounded rims, both 
attributes consistent with medals struck from original dies at 
the Mint for collectors, subsequent to the production of those 





made for distribution to Native Americans. Our (Stack’s) John J. 
Ford, Jr. Collection offering included a remarkable presentation 
of seven large size Lincoln medals, only one of which was this 
slightly later variant, and it looked almost identical in quality to 
this one. The Ford piece weighed in at 3,099.0 grains, but had 
no suspension loop. Large format Lincoln medals are always in 
strong demand, as they were issued by one of America’s most 
favored administrations. In addition, the reverse motif includes 
an early depiction of baseball being played that adds appeal. 
A fine example of this design and worthy of an important 
collection of American medals or Lincolniana.

1509.0 grains. Neatly pierced for suspension at 12:00, as typical of 
issued medals. Virtually brilliant silver surfaces are accented by just a 
trace of soft golden brown and blue mottling on both sides. Generous 
prooflike texture remains in the fields, giving this piece a rather lively 
appearance. Well-struck, as always, and rather nicely preserved for a 
medal that has the appearance of having been awarded and worn for 
a short time. Numerous small nicks, marks and scattered hairlines 
are readily apparent under magnification, but little is immediately 


detected upon first inspection other than the generally bright 
appearance. Excellent sharpness remains throughout the design, 
with the rims high and relatively sharp on both sides. A slight bit of 
wear is noted in the piercing. 


Though we do not have benefit of a long provenance for this one, the 
quality alone makes it very appealing. We are aware of 23 different 
specimens in silver, including six in institutional collections. The 
Lincoln medals are among the most popular in the series, and this is 
easily among the sharpest few known.

Light olive brown with gentle tan speckling in the 
patina. Minor deposits in some of the recesses and a bit of handling, 
but quite presentable overall.

40, Prucha-52, Musante GW-770, Baker-173X. Silver. Extremely 
Fine. 75.6 mm. 2606.9 grains. Mostly deep gray surfaces with 
some lighter silver accents on the high points and soft blue-green 
highlights through the fields. Overall, a fairly uniform appearance 
that is quite pleasing. A very nicely preserved medal with good 
sharpness through the motifs. A trace of prooflike character remains 
in the fields, and there is no noteworthy handling damage beyond the 
usual light scuffing, scratches and tiny marks that are unavoidable on 
awarded Peace medals. Part of the original integral hanger remains 
affixed, though the ornamental extensions originally to the left 
and right of the loop are now lost, and the loop itself is bent. We 
are aware of 18 large-size Johnson medals which we believe to be 
genuine, though one of them is unpierced and was clearly never 


intended for distribution. It was in Ford:16, and is probably the finest 
silver specimen from the dies extant. We cautiously mention another 
that is of suspicious weight, while two more are obvious restrikes or 
forgeries. Of the 18 confirmed, seven are in institutional collections. 


Larry Ness owned two Johnson medals of this size, the other being 
an iconic presentation piece with the BROTHER, I AM PLEASED 
WITH YOU inscription on the upper reverse. That medal was a 
highlight of our November 2020 offering, commanding $55,200. 
This one is nearly a twin of that medal in terms of overall quality and 
appearance, but will likely sell at an inviting discount in comparison 
with the other, which is unique in private hands with such a 
presentation inscription.

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Pleasing Second Size 1865 Johnson Medal in Silver 
With Original Hanger 
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1865 Andrew Johnson Indian Peace Medal. Second Size. Julian IP- 
41, Prucha-52, Musante GW-771, Baker-173V. Silver. Very Fine. 
62.7 mm. 1480.8 grains. The original ornate integral hanger is intact 
and complete. Fairly uniform medium gray with faint overtones of 
golden olive and pale blue. A couple of small nicks are noted in the 
fields and easily seen, while up close there are myriad small marks 
and scratches consistent with a presented medal. It is remarkable 
that the original hanger remains intact and undamaged, as the few 
original hangers that do remain on these medals are often bent or 


otherwise impaired. Of the 18 second-size Johnson medals known to 
the writer, only six still have their hangers. 


Eight of the known medals are in institutional holdings, leaving just 

ten for collectors. The Larry Ness Collection specimen was the most 

recent offered by us. It was missing its hanger, but also heavily bent. It 

realized just over $10,000 in November 2020. This one is far superior 

in every respect and has a desirable Boyd-Ford provenance as well.

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1871 Ulysses S. Grant Indian Peace Medal. Julian IP-42, Prucha-53. 
Silver. Very Fine. 63.6 mm. 1509.9 grains. Pierced for suspension as 
typical of issued medals. Attractive medium to dark gray with a few 
minor natural surface deposits noted in some of the finer recesses, 
as well as a small area of residue in the right obverse field. Many 
fine scratches and scattered marks are seen under magnification, 
consistent with an awarded Peace medal. 


The Grant medals were struck on two different weight standards, 
suggesting two different periods of production, although this does 
not necessarily mean that they were separated by any long period of 
time. As our weight data is taken in most cases from worn medals, 
it is difficult to pinpoint what the exact original weight standards 
were. However, we can approximate, and that approximation leads 
to a possible explanation. The weight standard for U.S. silver minor 
coins from 1853 until the Act of 1873 was 384 grains per $1 of face 
value. The Act of 1873 raised the weight of minor coins only slightly, 
but introduced the trade dollar on a much heavier weight standard 
(just slightly heavier than the discontinued Liberty Seated silver 
dollar, which was already being produced on a substantially higher 
standard than minor coins). The standard for the trade dollar, at 420 





grains per $1, represented a 9.3% difference in weight from the minor 
coinage. From the rough data we have collected, it appears that the 
difference between the lighter standard Grant medals and the heavier 
standard, is about 13%. Therefore, it seems likely that the change in 
weight standard probably corresponds in some manner to the Act of 
1873, though the data does not provide a perfectly clear explanation. 
Since the Act of 1873 was just two years after the initial production 
of the Grant medals and well within a reasonable time frame for the 
administration to order additional impressions for presentation, this 
seems to be a likely point for a shift to a heavier weight standard. 
According to Father Pruchas research, the original expectation for 
the Grant medals was that they would weight 3.1 ounces each, or 
1488 grains. Therefore, we suspect that the lighter standard medals 
did in fact come first, since those seem to generally weigh between 
1500 and 1530 grains. Heavier standard medals are generally 1700 to 
1750 grains.

Light 
olive-brown and reddish-tan surfaces are uniform throughout and 
beautifully preserved. Slightly satiny in the fields as usual, and very 
attractive. Just a couple of tiny marks are detected, mostly requiring 
magnification. Virtually a twin to the Larry Ness specimen sold by us 





in our November 2020 sale. While clearly not issued for presentation 
to Native Americans, there has been a thriving collector market for 
the various bronze Peace medals, particularly when in high grade as 
seen here. In fact, bronzes like this are considerably scarcer than the 
originals in silver and frequently are more aesthetically pleasing! This 
example is new to the market, having apparently been purchased by 
the owner of a Colorado antique store decades ago. 
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Lovely 1881 James A. Garfield Medal in Bronze 


Rare and Impressive 
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1881 James A. Garfield Indian Peace Medal. Oval. Julian IP-44, 
Prucha-55. Bronzed Copper. MS-64 BN (NGC). 75.4 mm x 60.0 
mm. Handsome and uniform light mahogany bronze surfaces with 
minor traces of speckling in the patina, mostly just left of Garfield’s 
neck. Gently satin surfaces nearly throughout, with the usual slightly 
prooflike character in the reverse fields behind PEACE and the 
exergual ornaments. Just a couple of microscopic rim marks are 
noted, as is a very slight patina break on the highest point of Garfield's 
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1881 James A. Garfield Indian Peace Medal. Oval. Julian IP-44, 
Prucha-55. Bronze. Extremely Fine. 75.6 mm. 2111.3 grains. Deep 
golden olive bronze, the rims and motifs are a bit lighter than the 
darker brown fields, creating nice contrast. Lightly worn, with a 
few areas of uneven patina and a few tiny rim nicks, but no serious 
damage. Microporous surfaces are consistent with early 20th-century 
finishes from the U.S. Mint. This is a slightly later product than the 
original offered above, but considering the rarity of the earliest 
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hair. All original oval Peace medals are rare, and the silver issues are 
among the rarest of the entire series. In fact, the silver Garfield is 
the most common despite there being only three or four known. As 
such, the bronzes, which are also quite rare, are very useful to fill 
important voids in even advanced collections. They tend to attract 
strong interest, particularly when in nice condition. Just four original 
bronze Garfield medals have appeared in our sales in the last decade. 
This is a new one, and it has been in the same family for decades. 
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Garfield medals, and commensurate cost in acquiring one, this 
would serve as a worthwhile filler. It is housed in a custom wood 
case that seems contemporary to the medal itself. The lid of the box 
is inset with a small ivory-colored shield, while the back of the box 
bears a faint engraving, which appears to read: “Emma Van Schaik / 
[illegible] Springs / NY(?) / 1879. An interesting piece!

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Extremely Rare Benjamin Harrison Oval 
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1889 Benjamin Harrison Indian Peace Medal. Oval. Julian IP-47, 
Prucha-58. Bronzed Copper. MS-65 BN (NGC). 75.4 mm x 59.3 
mm. The surfaces are smooth light olive brown, glossy and very 
attractive. Two small spots on the obverse rim and another above 
PEACE on the reverse are the only defects worthy of mention. 


The oval Harrison medal is another very rare issue, even more so 
than the original Garfield offered earlier. While there are known 
oval Garfields in silver, there are no such pieces known for the oval 
Harrison, an issue that is not believed to have been officially issued 
at all. Naturally, this puts more stress on the supply of bronzes, and 
they are also very rare. We have only three such medals in our online 
archives, two nice ones and one lower grade example with surface 
problems. The best one of these (MS-67 NGC) sold most recently in 
our November 2020 sale of the Larry Ness Collection and realized 
$7,200. The other one, which we last offered as “About Uncirculated” 
in January 2009, realized more than $5,000. This one ranks between 
those two, but much closer to the Ness example. 





The initial plan for the Harrison medals was to follow what had been 
done beginning with the Hayes administration in 1877, creating 
an oval medal bearing the same reverse design. As there had been 
little demand for medals to be issued, most of these were struck out 
of tradition and for the Mint sales list anyway, so it is doubtful if 
much official thought was given to the process. When the Harrison 
administration did seek medals to award officially, it requested 
different designs prompted by direct requests from a delegation of 
Oto and Missouri men who had visited Washington. They specified 
that medals should be round, of a certain diameter and of good silver, 
even offering to pay the costs themselves. Thus, the ovals were not 
only never used in any official capacity, they likely fell immediately out 
of favor with any collectors close enough to the Mint to understand 
what had transpired. This said, the round Harrison medals in bronze 
are also very rare, so perhaps collector demand for this series at the 
time was minimal to begin with.

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Prized Benjamin Harrison Peace Medal in Silver 
The Final Official Issue 
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Undated (1890) Benjamin Harrison Indian Peace Medal. 
Julian IP-48, Prucha-58, Belden-63. Silver. Choice Extremely 
Fine. 76.7 mm. 3448.1 grains. Handsome light silver gray with 
some deeper patina in the recesses and outlining the motifs. 
Traces of soft blue-green accents are noted close to the rims. 
Generally satiny in appearance, with just a few minor marks 
scattered about. This is very nice quality for an awarded Peace 
medal. In fact, on a technical basis, it is the best preserved of 
those known as it is not only among the sharper ones, it has also 
not been engraved. 


The lack of an added inscription sets this piece apart from 
most of the other Harrison medals known. Five of the seven 
medals the writer is aware of bear bold inscriptions that reveal 
valuable information as to the medals’ provenances. The one in 
the collection at Colonial Williamsburg seems to have crude 
scratched-in letters on the reverse but we have yet to decipher 
them enough to pair them to an original recipient. The engraved 
names on the five so treated are not consistent in application, 
so while it is clear that the idea for engraving ownership into 
the medals was all but universal, we also know that the work 
was done by different hands. Styles range from crude hand 
cutting, to individual letter punches. Whoever owned this one 
might just have felt the medal too precious to treat in such a 
manner, but this is not likely to ever be known. In any case, this 
medal is therefore the most pristine of the Harrisons extant. 
One intriguing detail that could lead to an eventual owner may 
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be found in the upper head of Harrison. These were originally 
suspended on a plain broad ribbon, with a simple jump ring 
though the suspension piercing, as issued. For some time, 
this medal was suspended on something more elaborate, as a 
curved groove in the top of Harrison’s head is clearly from a 
more complex suspension hanger. The hanger apparently had 
some ornament that was larger than the suspension hole and the 
medal was free to rotate on the hanger. When it did, the groove 
was cut. Similarly, the same movement cut circular grooves into 
the medal around the left side of the hole on the reverse. Several 
photographs exist of men wearing these medals, so hopefully 
one of them will be found illustrating such an elaborate hanger, 
and we may thus have our answer. 


As noted above, the writer is aware of just seven examples of 
this important medal. Quite significantly, only four of these 
pieces are in private hands. Others are in the collections of 
Colonial Williamsburg, the American Numismatic Society and 
the Jefferson National Expansion Memorial (The Gateway Arch 
National Park) in St. Louis. With just four in collectors’ hands, it 
is quite remarkable that Larry Ness owned two. This was the first 
one he acquired, which became his duplicate when he bought 
the Buffalo Meat / Three Fingers medal, the most recent to be 
discovered, in our February 2015 sale.

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Extremely Rare 1843 Washington Fur Trade Medal 
Another Remarkable Ness Collection Duplicate 
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1843 Fur Trade “Indian Peace” Medal. Prucha-63, Belden-68, 
Musante GW-165, Baker-173R (Rulau-Fuld). Pewter. 
Extremely Fine. 88.3 mm. 2132.5 grains. Glossy and fairly 
uniform light pewter gray on both sides with light silver gray 
highlights remaining in the protected recesses. Only a few 
minute specks of oxidation are noted. A few scratches, minor 
rim bumps and other scattered marks are seen, including a 
series of blunt marks close to the obverse rim in several places 
that weaken elements of the legend. However, overall the medal 
offers exceptional sharpness of detail and very nice aesthetic 
quality. The original copper suspension loop is lost, but this 
provides us a view of this particular detail of construction. The 
loop had a post set into the edge of the medal, before the entirety 
was soldered on. With the loop lost, the remaining small edge 
hole at 6:00 is clearly visible. 


The complete story of this medal is unknown, though an 
interesting theory was proposed in our November 2020 
presentation of the other Ness Collection specimen. What we 
do know for certain is that the medal was produced in St. Louis, 
by B. Mead, the same die sinker who produced the slightly more 
famous fur trade medals for Pierre Chouteau’s Upper Missouri 
Outfit and those for Union Fur Company. Mead’s output seems 
to have been very small, as all of these medals are very rare 
today. We believe that Mead was Benjamin Wicks Mead, who 
spent time in Boston, Massachusetts, and Dayton, Ohio before 
arriving in St. Louis and being identified there as a die-sinker 
in newspaper notices of 1841 and 1842. We are aware of three 
other mentions of tokens or medals by Mead, but we have not 
even seen images of them. 

When this medal was last sold in our October 2006 Ford Sale, 
Part XVI, it was noted to be accompanied by an old paper 
exhibition label stating that it had been exhibited at “Birmingham 
Missionary Exhibition” and that it had been loaned by “Lord 
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Hatherton.” It gave the following additional history: “Medal 
given to the chief of Sioux Tribe before he fled to Canada.” As 
briefly discussed in our Ford sale, the title Baron Hatherton 
was created in 1835 for Edward John Littleton (1791-1863) and 
successively held in the family since. Edward John Littleton does 
not seem to have any connection to Canada, but his grandson, 
Edward George Littleton, the 3rd Baron Hatherton, did. He 
served as military secretary to the Governor General of Canada 
between 1875 and 1879, and probably acquired the medal at the 
time. The exhibition tag is no longer associated with this medal, 
unfortunately, but it is important that this piece of history not 
be lost. A “Birmingham Missionary Exhibition” took place 
in Birmingham, England, in October, 1896, and it is said that 
preparations for the event took a year. That Lord Hatherton 
established an Arboretum in Walsall, about eight miles from 
Birmingham, in 1874, illustrates that the family was civic- 
minded. The Arboretum was intended as an event space for 
small exhibitions, etc. The 3rd Baron Hatherton died in 1930. 
Interestingly, the 5th Baron Hatherton died in 1969, the same 
year as the Sotheby’s sale that put this medal on record. 


As is the case with the Benjamin Harrison medal offered above, 
this piece is a great rarity and another remarkable duplicate from 
the Larry Ness Collection. There are only eight examples known 
to the writer and five of them are in institutional collections. 
To acquire one of the remaining three is a notable feat, but the 
possession of two is extraordinary. We are delighted to be able 
to offer this piece once again. It is a fascinating artifact of the 
American frontier in the 1840s, and considering the loss of the 
hanger, it is amazing that it has survived at all, let alone in such 
nice condition.

Excellent sharpness 
and eye appeal but a series of long scratches in the left obverse field, 


along with a couple along the tops of the date digits on the reverse, 
must be mentioned. Still, one of the more aesthetically pleasing 
pierced and worn examples we have seen in a while. Traces of the 
engraver's signature are seen on the truncation, a detail known to the 
writer for some time, but one that has frustratingly been difficult to 
find sharp enough to decipher.

Pierced for suspension at 12:00. Moderately dark and mildly mottled 
patina on both sides with some lighter highlights on the high points. 
A fairly even appearance overall with nice detail remaining.

Periods Reverse. Prucha-64, Musante GW-1148, Baker-173N. 
White Metal. Reeded Edge. Fine. 62.3 mm. 1138.1 grains. Pierced for 
suspension at 12 oclock. A pleasingly well-worn example with areas 
of dark patina and a broadly worn suspension hole. The surfaces are 
gently oxidized and slightly granular, but not distractingly so for this 
degree of wear. These medals are frequently seen in late 19th and early 
20th-century photographs of Native Americans. They seem to have 
been widely distributed at a time when official government medal 


distribution had ceased. These were available for sale, and it would 
appear that many took advantage of the opportunity to acquire such 
a “chief’s medal.” However, they were the result of a private and likely 
exploitative enterprise, and not official in any manner. The degree to 
which this was understood by those who wore them is unclear, but it 
is certain that many of these medals, like this one, adorned the necks 
of their owners for a considerable amount of time.

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Lot of (2) (ca. 1890) George Washington Private Indian Peace 
Medals. No Periods Reverse. Copper. Plain Edge. Fine, or so. 
Included are: 62.7 mm, pierced; and 62.0 mm, unpierced. These 
pieces appear to be cast forgeries based on the general weakness 
of detail and porous surfaces. The unpierced one seems roughly 


handled, with numerous rim bumps and other irregularities, though 
without a piercing, it could not have been worn, the usual ways these 
medals get banged up. The other is a bit smoother, but still with oddly 
weak detail. These are sold as study pieces only. Though they are old, 
we do not believe them to be contemporary struck pieces. 


From the Larry Ness Collection. 
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1772 Benjamin Franklin Plaque by Nini. Greenslet GM- 
15, Margolis-17, Betts-247. Red-Brown Terra Cotta. About 
Uncirculated, Minor Crack. 111 mm. A hole from the top edge to 
the blank reverse once held a knotted twine cord for suspension, 
now gone, but easily replaced. Attractive red-brown coloration 
overall and without the usual obverse edge chips. A hairline crack 
from 12 oclock downwards to the middle of Franklin’s cap is noted, 
as well as a single reverse edge chip — not noticeable from the front 


— and some old glue residue from an ancient attempt to repair the 
crack. These portrait medallions have long been regarded as among 
the most fascinating contemporary collectables relating to the 
American Revolution and its great statesman-philosopher Benjamin 
Franklin. They were produced at Chaumont-sur-Loire, France, by 
the celebrated Italian ceramic artist Jean-Baptiste Nini (1717-1786), 
and were eagerly purchased by Franklin’s many admirers throughout 
Europe. 
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1786 Benjamin Franklin Natus Boston Medal. Original Dies. Paris 
Mint. By Augustin Dupre. Greenslet GM-33, Betts-620. Copper. 
MS-64 BN (NGC). 46.2 mm, 3.9 to 4.3 mm thick. 712.0 grains. Plain 
concave edge, collaring marks at 7:30 and 3 oclock relative to the 
obverse. Rich chocolate-brown with exceptional luster. Well detailed 
and choice, a lovely example of this medal. The die state is slightly 
advanced. A very desirable piece, far finer than usually encountered. 


The exact circumstances that led up to Augustin Dupre creating a 
medal to honor Benjamin Franklin are unclear. There is little paper 
trail emanating from either of these gentleman, artist or subject, to 
indicate that a special anniversary or incident was being celebrated. 
Rather, this seems to be what has long been termed a “personal 
medal, that is, a medal to honor a figure whose character was 
admired by the artist who created it. 


Sketches in the collections of the American Philosophical Society 
and Boston Public Library, as well as three retained in the Dupre 
estate, show the evolution of Dupre’s design concept for the reverse 
of this medal. Several drawings depict a fully grown Hercules — a 
play on the infant Hercules who represents America on the Libertas 
Americana medal — trampling two figures, one of whom wears a 
crown and holds a broken scepter. Eventually Dupre came upon 
versions of the Winged Genius design that were close to the adopted 
motif. The legend ERIPUIT COELO FULMEN SCEPTRUMQUE 
TYRANNIS, commonly translated as “He snatched lightning from 
the heavens and the scepter from tyrants,’ is typically attributed to 
Turgot, the French politician and economist. It first appeared on 
a print of Franklin dated 1778, and various versions of the phrase 
floated around France thereafter. The legend is found on one of 
Nini’s large size Franklin portraits in terracotta, dated 1779, and it’s 
often found hand-inscribed on the back of the smaller and more 
commonplace 1777 Nini Franklin portraits as well. 


Franklin said little about this medal, which may suggest that he 
heard little about it — the Betts-619 from original dies is rare enough 
today to suggest that very few of them were struck during Franklin's 
lifetime. Indeed, by the time Franklin left his French home at Passy 
for good on July 12, 1785, Dupre’s celebratory medal was probably 
still a fairly well kept secret. His friend E.A. Gibelin, who helped 
design the reverse of the Libertas Americana medal, wrote him on 
February 7, 1785, on various topics and noted, “M. Dupre le graveur 
men a montre une avec l’inscription eripuit coelo fulmen etc.” or, “Mr. 
Dupre the engraver showed me one with the inscription eripuit coelo 
fulmen etc.’ No other mention of this medal appears in Franklin's 
papers, save a handbill advertising the Comte d’Estaing’s 1790 work 
entitled “Appercu Hazarde Sur LExportation Dans Les Colonies,’ 





which was dedicated to Franklin and illustrated the Winged Genius 
medal on its title page. 


As beautiful as Dupre’s first effort was, it was short lived and has 
proved a major rarity today. The reason the second medal, Betts-620, 
supplanted the first is clear from studying the medals: the initial 
reverse failed and was, unfortunately, replaced with a far less 
imaginative one. This second type was all that was available when 
Jefferson built the small collection to present to President George 
Washington, now conserved at the Massachusetts Historical Society. 
Sometime after Franklin's death, the first reverse design was brought 
back again with a new copy die; as popular as Franklin was in life, he 
became perhaps more so in death. The original obverse die and the 
original replacement die (with wreath) also lived on for generations 
of restrikes. After 1842, these restrikes were marked on the edge with 
Paris Mint privy marks. They remain accessible enough to suggest 
that they were popular sellers throughout the 19th century in France 
and abroad. 


The two designs of the Benj. Franklin Natus Boston medal feature 
the same obverse but different reverses, as above. Their design are 
as follows: 


Obverse: Franklin’s profile faces left, based on the portrait bust 
by Houdon, with DUPRE E on the shoulder truncation. The date 
MDCCVI beneath the bust represents the year of his birth, 1706. 
The legend BENJ. FRANKLIN NATUS BOSTON XVII JAN around 
the periphery completes the thought: “Benjamin Franklin born at 
Boston, January 17.” 


First Reverse: A winged genius, symbolizing brilliance of thought, 
stands at center with one hand raised to the thunderbolt behind him. 
A lightning rod, invented by Franklin, attracts the bolt atop a temple 
at left. A broken scepter and crown lay on the ground at right. The 
peripheral legend ERIPUIT COELO FULMEN SCEPTRUMQUE 
TYRANNIS, or “He snatched lightning from the heavens and the 
scepter from tyrants,’ is perhaps the most famous aphorism about 
Franklin. In the exergue, Dupre takes full credit: SCULPSIT ET 
DICAVIT / AUG. DUPRE ANNO / MDCCLXXXIV or “Engraved 
and dedicated by Augustin Dupre in the year 1784° 


Second Reverse: A simple oak wreath contains the legend ERIPUIT 
COELO FULMEN SCEPTRUMQUE TYRANNIS. Below the 
wreath, the legend continues in three lines: SCULPSIT ET DICAVIT 
/ AUG. DUPRE ANNO / MDCCLXXXVI. 
Ex Ted Craige; John W. Adams; our sale of the John W. Adams Collection of 
Comitia Americana and Related Medals, November 2019 Baltimore Auction, lot 
2105. Lot tag included. 
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1906 Benjamin Franklin Birth Bicentennial Medal. U.S. Mint 
Striking. By Augustus and Louis Saint-Gaudens. Greenslet GM- 
119. Bronze. Plain Edge. About Uncirculated, Cleaned. 101 mm. 
This boldly rendered and visually impressive piece is free of significant 
rub with no sizable handling marks. Wispy hairlines and a bright 
pinkish-rose color explain our qualifier. A few flecks of verdigris in 
some of the protected areas are also noted. Conceived in 1903 by 
the American Philosophical Society (of which Franklin was once a 
member) and authorized by Congress in 1904, this glorious medal 
took nearly 16 months of work by Augustus and Louis Saint-Gaudens. 
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Tiffany & Co. was chosen to strike the Congressionally authorized 
example in gold as well as 150 additional examples in bronze, with 
100 of those going to the United States government for distribution, 
and the other 50 going to the American Philosophical Society for its 
purposes. This first strikings all have the TIFFANY edge mark. After 
the presentation ceremony, the American Philosophical Society 
decided it needed more of the medals and received permission to 
use the dies to strike an additional 200 medals at the U.S. Mint in 
Philadelphia during February 1907. Examples from that mintage lack 
the TIFFANY edge mark, as here. 
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Prized Autograph of George Washington 
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(ca. 1777-1789) Manuscript Cover with George Washington's 
Autograph. Fine. Approximately 157 mm x 280 mm overall, with 
Washington’ written area approximately 70 mm x 185 mm. Original 
form chipped at the upper edge with small separations at the joints, 
but entirely backed on card and thus very stable. Addressed in 
Washington’s hand to: “His Excellency / George Clinton / Governor 
of the State of / New York,’ and signed in his usual style at lower left, 
Go. Washington. Original wax seal affixed at the upper right, though 
not in its original position, it having been removed and replaced to 
make the piece better suited for framing. Though undated, we can 


identify a window of time in which this must have been sent, as 
George Clinton was governor of New York between 1777 and 1795, 
and Washington was not inaugurated president until April 30, 1789. 
The docketing at the lower left, in the hand of the recipient or a clerk 
in his office, identifies it as a “letter from Gen. Washington / Private,” 
indicating that it was written prior to Washington’ presidency. 
A simple piece, but with a bold signature of the farmer of Mount 
Vernon, who would become the most widely recognized and perhaps 
highly esteemed figure in American history. Accompanied by a PSA/ 
DNA Certificate of Authenticity. 
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“1776” (ca. 1880) Washington Before Boston Medal. First U.S. 
Mint Issue. Gunmetal Dies. Musante GW-09-US1, Baker-49, 
Julian MI-1. Bronzed Copper. Specimen-63 (PCGS). 67.8 mm. 
2458.4 grains. A rare offering of a medal from the Baker Collection, 
the vast majority of which was purchased by a single buyer, thereby 
making this provenance exceptionally elusive in the marketplace 
after our November 2019 sale. We described it at the time as follows: 


Handsome light reddish brown surfaces are gently mottled with 
nuances of olive brown. Glossy with a somewhat fine satin luster, 
though suggestions of faint reflectivity are noted when the medal 
is turned in the light. A couple of minuscule spots are noted under 
magnification, but the surfaces appear appealingly fresh otherwise. 
An attractive example of this first U.S. Mint-produced Washington 
Before Boston, struck from new copy dies made in Philadelphia. The 
production of the dies themselves was described by Baker in 1885 
as follows: 
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“1776” (ca. 1910-1930) Washington Before Boston Medal. Fifth 
Reverse. Musante GW-09-P5, Baker- Unlisted, Julian MI-1. Bronze. 
French Government Award Inscription on Edge. Mint State. 
68.8 mm. Standard Paris Mint edge marks (cornucopia) BRONZE, 
but with additional edge inscription FRENCH GOVERNMENT 
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“This medal furnished at the United States Mint, is struck from gun 
metal dies made in 1860, from a medal with the second reverse. The 
manner of making these dies is as follows. The medal is submitted to 
a heavy pressure from gun metal heated almost into a state of fusion, 
thus conveying to the metal in intaglio the obverse and reverse of the 
original piece, and forming dies from which the mint medals are struck. 
These impressions are necessarily much inferior to the originals.” 


Though it would have been this medal that inspired Baker's “much 
inferior” pronouncement, the impression is really rather nice. That 
the fields would be far less prooflike and the reliefs swirled with die 
finishing lines would not have been lost on Baker, however, and 
crumbling around the legends seems to have happened early on as this 
feature is frequently seen. One can easily see how Baker might have 
considered these pieces inferior, though they are simply different.

Sandblast 
golden-brown patina, as usual for this variety of Washington Before 
Boston medal struck at the Paris Mint from 1910 to 1930. Housed in 
a period leather, satin and velvet hinged case, fully functional with 
moderate handling, overall Very Fine. (Total: 1 medal; 1 case) 
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Original Dies 
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1790 Manly Medal. Original Dies. Musante GW-10, Baker-61. 
Silver. Name Removed. Unc Details—Damage (PCGS). 47.2 mm. 
744.0 grains. A lovely specimen of this prized early American medal, 
presented here in the rarest and most desirable of the available 
compositions. The medium gray silver surfaces are accented on 
both sides by soft blue and rose iridescence, accentuated by traces of 
prooflike reflectivity through the fields. Well-struck on a cast silver 
flan, with light natural roughness that didn't strike out when the 
impression was made. However, the strike was quite good overall. 
The obverse is very sharp, with strong definition through all of the 
finer details. The reverse is just a hair weaker, due to a minor shifting 
between at least two impressions from the dies, resulting in a softening 
of some peripheral details. Fine outlines from the initial impression 
are easily seen in places, but the overall definition is better than on 
many Manly medals. This example has had the “Manly” name mostly 
tooled off the lower reverse, though traces of it remain visible. The 
associated date, 1790, is not affected, though the lower halves of these 
digits are lost to the interior grooves of the rim finishing, which seem 
to have been applied after striking as they vary in depth and breadth, 
medal to medal. 


It is not known why many Manly medals have the name of the 
publisher removed, but this occurs on specimens in all three 
compositions, silver, brass and white metal. It is believed that it might 
point to the distribution of some medals by another marketer, but 
this remains a mystery that hopefully will be unraveled someday. 
Whatever the case, the number that have been so treated point to a 
purpose that was temporally close to the source of manufacture and 





distribution. It was a pointed alteration, and thus is worthy of being 
deemed a distinct and collectable variant, rather than damage of any 
kind. The grade assessment from PCGS is probably not due to this 
tooling, but rather a few light scratches that cross the upper reverse. 
This said, the tooling of the name is a bit more aggressive than usually 
seen. 


The Manly medal is one of the classics of the Washington portrait 
series, essential for any serious collection of medals produced in 
honor of the first President. Indeed, it is believed to have been the 
very first such medal struck in the United States, and the effort was 
deemed respectable enough that documents were produced and 
signed by prominent figures attesting to the quality and trueness of 
the likeness of Washington. At least three such original documents 
survive, one of which was reproduced in our May 2004 sale of the 
Ford Collection, Part II. They are reported to variously bear the 
signatures of the governor of New York, mayor of New York City, 
Governor of Pennsylvania, Lafayette, and other notables. Nearly all 
Manly medals offered are struck in brass or, possibly another cupric 
alloy (brass being quite specifically an alloy of copper and tin), while 
impressions in silver are great rarities. An original in silver is a piece 
that only the most advanced collections will include. We are aware of 
just eight examples of this medal in silver, with two at the ANS. As a 
rule, many years pass between offerings. It has been nearly 17 years 
since we last sold an original Manly medal in silver.

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1790 Manly Medal. Original Dies. Musante GW-10, Baker-61A. 
White Metal. Name Removed. Specimen-61 (PCGS). 48.7 mm. 
356.0 grains. Medium to light pewter gray overall with some olive and 
deeper gray patina in places, and a few tiny spots scattered over both 
sides. Traces of soft luster remain in the fields. Though this was struck 
on a fairly thin flan (the medals at Yale from the LaRiviere Collection 
each weigh around 670 grains), the soft composition allowed for very 
nice execution of the design features on both sides. The obverse relief 
is full, as are the letters of the legend. On the reverse, the strength of 
the legend is uniformly full, and even the tiny peripheral date at the 
lower reverse, 1790, is sharp and free of the interior grooves of the rim. 
As with the silver impression offered previously, this medal has had 
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1790 Manly Medal. Original Dies. Musante GW-10, Baker-61B. 
Brass. Specimen-64 (PCGS). 47.9 mm. 571.8 grains. An exceptional 
specimen, indeed, one of the finest we recall having handled and 
one we judged “perhaps the finest known specimen” just prior to 
the unveiling of the trove of outstanding medals in John J. Ford, 
Jrs holdings in May, 2004. Notwithstanding, this piece has every 
desirable attribute one could hope for in a Manly medal. The surfaces 
are glossy light olive and tan, and slightly mottled through the fields. 
Through the deep grooves of the interior rims will be found rich 
reddish copper, while faint traces of the same are seen in the recesses 
around the portrait. Well-struck on a cast flan of very nice quality, 
with just a trace of natural porosity and one lone natural void near 
6:00 on the obverse. Just a few minor surface marks are visible upon 
close inspection, but none stands out individually. A small patina 
spot within the lower obverse rim is as close as this piece comes to 
an impairment, and this must be considered harsh language for what 
is seen on the medal when inspecting it in person. The sharpness 
and evenness of the impression are about as nice as one is likely to 
find, and the overall aesthetic appeal would be hard to overstate. The

the publisher’s name, MANLY, somewhat neatly tooled from the field. 


Of the 24 specimens listed in the present writer's census of original 
white metal Manly medals, at least three have had the signatures 
removed. ‘The status of this feature remains uncertain on about three 
more, since the available images of the medals do not clearly show this 
often lightly executed area of the reverse. As noted in our description 
of the silver example above, the removal of the signature is common 
enough to warrant its identification as a collectable variant. Even the 
high-grade specimen in William Spohn Baker's own collection was 
without the signature.

publisher's name at the lower reverse is strongly impressed and clear, 
as are the other elements of the oftentimes weak reverse. 


An overlooked and flawed detail of the Manly medal designs, both 
on the originals of 1790 and the later re-issues of the 1850s, may be 
found in the date given for Washingtons birth. In both cases, it is 
presented as February 11, 1732, while on the later re-issues, “O.S? 
is added to indicate that the “Old-Style” Julian calendar system is 
referenced. This is only partially correct. Once the standard was 
changed to the Gregorian calendar, in 1752, the day of Washington's 
birth became February 22nd, so it was, in fact, February 11th, on the 
day he was born. The error is in the year. Until the Calendar Act of 
1750, the legal beginning of the year in England (and presumably her 
colonies) was March 25th, so the date on the day Washington was 
born was actually February 11, 1731. When the Calendar Act altered 
the official beginning of the year to January Ist, the year of his birth 
shifted to 1732, on the New Style.

Musante GW-100, Baker-131A. Bronzed Copper. MONACHII 
Edge. MS-66 BN (NGC). Glossy light chocolate brown tending 
towards light tan, the surfaces are essentially pristine, the devices and 
legends on the obverse showing closely overlapping double striking. 
As we wrote in the catalog of the Baker Collection in November 
2019, “Baker had assumed that the spelling “WASINGTON’ was 
a die error that was later corrected and thus ordered these medals 
accordingly. However, Musante has shown that this is actually the 
later iteration. He wrote that the production of the medals was moved 
from Paris to Munich in 1826, and that most of the medals struck 





there are so-indicated by MONACHII on the edge. Production later 
returned to Paris and ended in 1846. The spelling “WASINGTON’ 
was pointed out by Musante to be a Germanic one, corresponding to 
the production commencing in Germany. That some are not marked 
on the edge suggests that perhaps production with the German dies 
simply continued in Paris after the operation was returned to France, 
or that the edge mark was deemed unnecessary before striking ended 
in Germany. The lack of any Paris Mint privy mark would suggest 
the latter” The Baker specimen, graded MS-63, brought $1680 when 
offered in our November 2019 Baltimore Auction. This example is 
finer than Baker's by 3 grade points and is the finest graded example 
at either NGC or PCGS. 


Rare Washington/Lafayette Counterstamp on an 1822 Cent

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1824 Lafayette Visit Medalet Dies by Joseph Lewis Overstruck on 
an 1822 Matron Head Cent. Musante GW-112-C3, Baker-198C. 
Copper. Host Coin Very Fine, Countermark EF. Rare. This is one of 
the most famous, most desired counterstamps in American history. 
Only rarely is one of this superb quality offered. For the specialist in 
early American coppers, here is a showpiece par excellence! 


The dies for Joseph Lewis’ Washington - Lafayette medalet are 
here neatly impressed into an 1822 large cent. This is an especially 
appealing example of this elusive type with bold portraits and legends 
all around. Of interest is that on opposite sides of the rim, at about 
1 oclock and 7 oclock, grip marks are still visible from the tongs or 
pliers that were used to hold the coin as it was held in place for the 
counterstriking. 


This piece is one of the rarer items issued in honor of Lafayette’s 1824 
to 1825 tour of America during which he was feted with celebrations 
and parades in all 24 states of the Union. At that time, approaching 
our countrys 50th anniversary, he was received with acclaim as the 
last surviving Revolutionary War commander, and the business of 
producing various souvenirs as he travelled throughout the country 


was brisk. The dies used to produce this counterstamp were originally 
cut to strike tiny 14.5 mm medalets that were worn suspended from 
a length of ribbon or mounted into more ornate pendants to be worn 
at parades, balls, dinners and other events along Lafayette's route. All 
of these are scarce to rare. At some point these medal dies were used 
to produce counterstamps on various coins dated from 1820 to 1824, 
and they are, as a class, of even greater rarity than the medals. 


In addition to Lafayette's prominent role in the American Revolution, 
the American ideals of independence and democracy he fought for 
returned with him to France, and Lafayette became a key figure in the 
French Revolution of 1789 and the July Revolution of 1830. Lafayette’s 
regard for America is perhaps best revealed in the name he chose for 
his son — Georges Washington de Lafayette — and in the fact that 
when he died in 1834 he was buried in Paris, but under soil he had 
brought back with him from Bunker Hill. For his accomplishments 
in the service of the two countries he loved he is sometimes known 
as “The Hero of the Two Worlds?’

Copper. VF-20, Countermark VF Details (PCGS). Warmly and 
evenly toned overall in medium copper-brown, the surfaces of both 
the counterstamp and host coin exhibit good gloss and are free of 
significant blemishes. The Washington counterstamp is centered on 
Liberty's portrait, as usual, and stamped a bit unevenly with the lower 
left rim a little weak. All details from the punch are clear, however. 
The Lafayette mark is more evenly applied and pleasantly bold. A 
very popular issue, produced from the same dies that were used in 
striking the tiny, fragile silver medalets by Joseph Lewis, but here in 
a much more durable form. Some seen are pierced for suspension, 
an assurance that they are contemporary and that some were worn 
as adornments, while others are seen on different host coins, such as 
1824 half dollars. However, large cents seem to have been the favorite 
host and are a bit more plentiful today than any other item struck by 
these dies. A classic piece and very much in demand. 
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(ca. 1834) Par Nobile Fratrum Medal. By James Bale. Musante GW- 
144, Baker-202. Silver. MS-64 (PCGS). 27.3 mm. 150.8 grains. Deep 
gray silver with pleasant mottling of blue, gold and rose iridescence 
on both sides. Traces of prooflike reflectivity are strongest in outlining 
the obverse portraits and add to the excellent visual appeal. Sharply 
struck throughout, with no marks worthy of mention. Quite rare 
in silver and a type that was missing altogether from our landmark 
offering of the William Spohn Baker collection in 2019.

46.5 
mm. An exceptional example of this ever-popular type, with the easily 
recognizable “Buck-Cannon’ rebus on the reverse. Bright and lustrous 
silver gray surfaces show no spotting, pest, or corrosion. The reverse 
is somewhat prooflike, and only trivial handling marks keep this from 
a higher grade. ‘This is a genuinely scarce issue, known in both white 
metal and copper but rarely this nice. This is of comparable quality to 
the Baker specimen, which was graded PCGS Specimen-64+.

We are delighted 
to present this classic piece, among the most prized Inaugural 
medals not only for its subject matter and rarity, but just as 
much for the artist who designed it, the firm that cast it, and 
its influence on American coinage. It inspired Theodore 
Roosevelt's hopes for a more sculptural and classical coinage 
and directly influenced the reverse design of the Indian $10 gold 
eagle introduced in 1907, also by Saint-Gaudens. The present 
example of this incredibly important American medal is sure 
to see spirited bidding even though it is by no means a perfect 
piece. The surfaces exhibit pale copper-rose patina that explains 
the NGC qualifier, although the appearance is quite smooth 
with no significant hairlines, marks or other blemishes. Upon 
close inspection, the surfaces still reveal the finely granular 
texture that is typical of the type. Sharply rendered and boldly 
defined, this piece is sure to find many willing buyers in today’s 
highly competitive market. 


Most but not all examples of this medal bear the Tiffany mark on 
the edge. It is believed that some medals that were not considered 
completely up to the standards of the maker did not receive the 


mark, although some of the unmarked medals appear just as 
nice as the marked ones. Among the unmarked medals are two 
examples that we sold in 2014, both from the estate of a one-time 
foreman at the Tiffany studios. His medals had been a bit more 
roughly treated, and came to us with further obvious “seconds” 
of other medals from the studio. The backstory of those pieces 
clarified that they were saved by someone who so appreciated 
their artistry that he could not bear to see them destroyed. 


In all, just 150 examples of this medal were authorized to be 
produced by Tiffany in bronze. Today, Saint-Gaudens’ Roosevelt 
inaugural medal is recognized as one of the most historic of 
all American medals. Though much of the actual design and 
modeling work was accomplished by Saint-Gaudens' assistant 
Adolph Alexander Weinman, Saint-Gaudens used his position 
at the forefront of American sculpture to not only lead this 
project, but capture the imagination of President Roosevelt. 
Their relationship has been well documented and led to the 
creation of Saint-Gaudens’ classic double eagle and eagle 
designs. Ranked number 27 in the popular book 100 Greatest 
American Medals and Tokens (2007), this is the highest ranked 
20th century medal in that reference. Today, it is a numismatic 
landmark.

This piece honors John Pierpont Morgan (1897-1913), the 
famous banker, financier, and patron of the arts. J.P. Morgan became 
a synonym for great wealth. Although he engaged in various activities 
during the Civil War, his fame dated from 1873, when he persuaded 
the United States Treasury to divide a loan between his interests and 
a group organized by Jay Cooke, thus breaking the monopoly of the 
latter financier. Cooke's firm failed, and Morgan became dominant in 
the field of government, railroad, and corporate finance. 


Following the Panic of 1893, his efforts contributed to stability 
in the American corporate marketplace, which accrued to his 
advantage and resulted in immense power in his hands. One of his 
greatest achievements was the formation of the United States Steel 
Corporation in 1901, combining the interests of Andrew Carnegie 
and others. His influence was a soothing factor following the Panic 


of 1907, which saw the bankruptcy of the Knickerbocker Bank and 
numerous other financial institutions. In 1912 he was investigated 
by Congress, emerging with unimpaired credit and prestige. He 
shunned personal publicity, but nonetheless became known as a 
leading collector of books, art, rare coins, and other items. Certain 
of his numismatic holdings were given to the American Numismatic 
Society. 


The Morgan Memorial plaque is the work of Emil Fuchs, a Viennese- 
born (in 1886) sculptor whose other credits included work in 
connection with the Hudson-Fulton Celebration. One hundred 
examples in silver were produced by Whitehead & Hoag for the 
American Numismatic Society, and this piece has one of the most 
impressive provenances of any that we have ever had the privilege of 
bringing to auction.

A very well made set of electrotypes in essentially as-made condition. 
The frame shows some signs of wear and there is one 1/2 inch scratch 
in the glass, but it is still quite presentable and would make a lovely 
display in a numismatic study. 
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1993 Creation Medal. By Marcel Jovine. Alexander SOM-122, var. 
Silver. About Uncirculated. 103.5 mm. 601.54 grams. 999 fine. This 
is a truly impressive piece of medallic art, with its intricate and boldly 
rendered design coupled with deeply concave obverse, domed convex 
reverse. Both sides are richly original with even antique silver patina 
and no marks of consequence. Although this type was originally 
issued in 1990, this piece is presumably a reissue from 1993. The edge

includes not only the standard edge marking of the type as given for 
Alexander SOM-122.1 in bronze, but also Edge K (copyright 1993 
as opposed to 1992) and the additional mark .999 FINE SILVER 
at 6 oclock. (For specifics relating to these edge markings see the 
excellent 2010 reference American Art Medals, 1909-1995 by David 
Thomason Alexander, specifically pages 44 and 261.) This is the first 


silver impression of the type that we can recall offering.

Both 
sides are further enhanced by iridescent highlights of salmon pink 
and cobalt blue. Semi-mirrored in the fields with satiny, razor sharp 
design elements. The obverse design of this type features Columbia 
putting a torch to a pile of arms, a reference to the end of the Civil 
War in 1865.

JK AC-4. Rarity-5. Aluminum. MS-64 DPL (NGC). 33 mm. Bright 
silver-gray surfaces offer bold contrast between reflective fields 
and satiny, smartly impressed design elements. The obverse design 
features Liberty standing and holding an olive branch amid trophies 
of war. The only other use of this obverse in the Assay Commission 
series is on the unique 1869 muling JK AC-7 in the ANS Collection. 
While the Julian-Keusch reference gives no indication of relative 
rarity for the copper and aluminum impressions of the 1868 AC-4, 
the latter were undoubtedly produced in (far) fewer numbers since 
aluminum was considered a precious metal at the time. Interestingly, 
our (Stack’s) November 2008 sale of the Keusch Collection included 
two aluminum examples; the present specimen is only the second that 
we have offered since.

Mirrored fields support satiny, smartly impressed design elements on 
both sides of this lovely Choice example. Dominant golden-copper 
patina with slight marbling of rose-brown. The Mint produced two 
varieties of Assay Commission medal in 1869, both by William 
Barber. JK AC-5 is the type that the Julian-Keusch reference states was 
actually passed out to Commission members at the February 1869 
meeting, albeit in silver as opposed to copper, as offered here. JK AC-6 
is scarcer in today’s market, and it differs from AC-5 in design only 
by the addition of 13 stars around the obverse portrait. Both types 
exhibit Barber's seated Columbia motif as the central device on the 
obverse.

JK AC-8. Rarity-3. Copper. MS-64 BN (NGC). 33 mm. Rich 
antique copper-brown patina blankets satiny surfaces on both sides 
of this smartly impressed and well preserved example. The 1870 JK 
AC-8 is the most available of all 19th century Assay Commission 
medals with the vast majority of survivors in copper, as here. Among 
others in recent years, we (Stack’s) sold four (!) copper impressions 
in our November 2008 Keusch Collection sale, and two additional 
specimens from the Collection of Chief Engraver Charles E. Barber in 
our January 2010 New York Americana Sale. 


W.E. Woodward’s 69th Sale, October 1884, included a humorous 
description of this medal: 


A conglomerate design apparently intended to represent an 
alchemist surrounded by implements of the art. It suggests, 
however, Justice arrayed as a cook, brewing a cup of tea for a dog 
that seems patiently waiting while watching a snake that is making 
a determined effort to commit suicide by getting inside himself. 
Below this beautiful picture the name of Pollock is conspicuous... 


In actuality, the obverse design exhibits Moneta standing holding 
scales, Ouroboros (serpent of eternity) with watchdog, furnace and 
assay implements. Infinitesimal W.B. E/ J. POLLOCK DIRECTOR 
below.

Reflective fields support sharply struck, satiny design elements on 
both sides of this brilliant silver-gray example. While the 1870 is the 
most plentiful of all 19th century Assay Commission medals, the vast 
majority are struck in copper. Relatively few pieces exist in aluminum, 
as here, a metal that at the time was more valuable than gold.

AC-9. Rarity-5. With Director’s Name. Copper. MS-64 BN (NGC). 
33 mm. Marbled mahogany and autumn-brown patina blankets satiny 
surfaces and razor sharp design elements. It appears that 24 or 25 of these 
were struck in silver, the regular issue distributed to the Commission 
members in 1871. An unknown number in copper and aluminum were 
also produced, undoubtedly for distribution to contemporary collectors. 
Scarce, this is only the fourth example of JK AC-9 in copper that we have 
brought to auction in the last dozen or so years.

There is also plenty of original satin to 
modestly semi-prooflike luster remaining, the cleaning light and not 
all that distracting. A popular design in the Assay Commission medal 
series, the obverse shows a seated representation of Archimedes as the 
central element, indicative of the interest of both Mint Director James 
Pollock and Chief Engraver William Barber in the classical period of 
antiquity. JK AC-10 was probably the first variety prepared for the 
year, the authors of the Julian-Keusch reference speculating that it was 
rejected by Pollock because the clouds within the doorway framing 
Archimedes resulted in a somewhat cluttered appearance.

Both sides are appreciably 
reflective in the fields, the design elements fully rendered and the 
in hand appearance impressively smooth. The obverse design of the 
1872 Assay Commission medal is similar to that used on the 1870 
medals, Chief Engraver William Barber simply preparing a new die 
so that he could focus his attention on proposed designs for a new 
trade dollar. Only 25 silver examples of this type were struck in the 
Philadelphia Mint during February 1872. Scarce, especially with the 
attractive Choice quality offered here.

JK AC-12. Rarity-5. White Metal. Unc Details—Tooled (NGC). 
33 mm. Silver-gray surfaces exhibit light toning on the reverse; 
both sides display reflective fields. While a few light scratches at the 
left and right obverse borders are noted, the NGC qualifier seems 
harsh in our opinion. The obverse of this issue features a portrait of 
Archimedes of Syracuse, the famous Ancient Greek mathematician, 
physicist, engineer, inventor and astronomer. The use of his portrait 
illustrates the interest of Mint Director James Pollock and Chief 
Engraver William Barber in the classical period of antiquity. The 
reverse design features a funereal device — a catafalque — in honor 
of Jacob Eckfeldt, who passed away on August 9, 1872 during his 41st 
year of service to the Philadelphia Mint. Due to his long tenure and 
the connection that the Eckfeldt family enjoyed in Mint circles, the 
Julian-Keusch reference states that “upwards of fifty (or even more)” 
of the 1873 Assay Commission medals were produced in the various 
metallic compositions, many of which were distributed beyond the 
regular Assay Commission members. While our (Stacks) November 
2008 sale of the Ernest E. Keusch Collection of United States Assay 
Medals included two bronzed copper and one aluminum examples of 
this issue, it did not include a white metal impression, as here. Clearly 
this is a significant offering.

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1874 United States Assay Commission Medal. By William Barber. 
JK AC-13. Rarity-5. Silver. MS-65 (NGC). 33 mm. Richly original 
surfaces are toned in dominant steel-olive, direct lighting calling 
forth iridescent undertones of golden-apricot and powder blue. Fully 
struck with flashes of semi-reflectivity evident in the fields as the 
medal rotates under a light. With a mintage of at least 38 specimens, 
the 1874 has one of the higher press runs among Assay Commission 
medals from the 1870s. The increased production is primarily due to 
a request from Thomas Acton of the New York Assay Office, who had 
been selected to sit on the 1874 Commission. Acton requested up to 
15 examples for distribution to friends in New York, and he received 
at least 10 pieces on March 4. Twenty five examples had already been 
struck on February 11, 1874; Mint officials James Pollock, Archibald 
Loudon Snowden, William Barber, Booth and DuBois each received 
one medal with the remaining going to either Mint Director Henry 
R. Linderman or the commissioners themselves. The German 
ambassador also received two examples on March 11. Much of this 
was done over protests from Superintendent Pollock, who opposed 
the loose distribution of these medals.Today, the 1874 is one of the 
more frequently encountered Assay Commission medals of its era, 
and it remains popular with collectors due to the use of the catafalque 
(funeral device) as the focal feature on the reverse. A similar reverse 
had been used for the 1873 Assay Commission medal to honor Jacob 
Eckfeldt. For the 1874 issue, the honoree is Professor J. Torrey, a 
noted chemist who had been appointed to the 1873 Commission by 
President Ulysses Grant. He was unable to attend, however, due to an 
illness that claimed his life on March 10, 1873.

Satiny surfaces 
are smartly impressed with warm, even toning in mahogany-brown. 
Nearly pristine in hand, and not all that far from an even higher 
numeric grade. The history of this issue is shrouded in mystery. 
The Julian-Keusch reference mentions a single official notation for 
the 1875 Assay Commission medal that reports Director Henry R. 
Linderman receiving two copper impressions for the Mint Cabinet 
on March 2 of that year. This is the only metallic composition known 
for the issue. This piece, the example that sold as lot 179 in our March 
2020 Auction, and the Keusch Collection specimen that we (Stack’s) 
handled in November 2008 are the only three examples of JK AC-14 
to appear in our auctions in recent years.

Bronzed 
Copper. MS-64 BN (NGC). 33 mm. Rich mahogany-brown patina 
with slight marbling of autumn-orange here and there on the obverse. 
The reverse, in particular, is exceptionally smooth for the assigned 
grade and would easily support at least an MS-65 designation on 
its own. The Julian-Keusch reference on Assay Commission medals 
reports that Mint Director Henry R. Linderman suggested modifying 
the reverse of the trade dollar in 1876 to reflect the United States’ 
centennial celebration that year. His suggestion was blocked by 
Philadelphia Mint Superintendent James Pollock, who pointed out 
that this would require an act of Congress. Instead, Linderman’s 
idea found expression on the reverse of the 1876 Assay Commission 
medal, with its legend YEAR ONE HUNDRED / OF AMERICAN 
INDEPENDENCE around the border, circular laurel wreath enclosing 
the inscription 1776 / ANNUAL / ASSAY / 1876 in the center. With 
the portrait of our nation’s first president on the obverse this, then, 
is a triply sought-after medal honoring the Assay Commission, 
Washington and the United States Centennial.

JK AC-16. Rarity-5. Archimedes. Bronzed Copper. MS-64 BN 
(NGC). 33 mm. Deep, rich mahogany brown patina blankets both 
sides and provides outstanding eye appeal. A smooth and satiny 
example that would accept nothing less than a Choice Uncirculated 
grade. This type features the same basic obverse design as the 1871, 
1873, 1874 and 1875 Assay Commission medals, with Archimedes 
framed in a classical-style doorway. On this particular die, there are 
no clouds within the doorway and the Mint director's name is not 
present below in exergue. JK AC-16 is the type that the Mint prepared 
for distribution to the members of the 1877 Assay Commission; 
AC-17 with George Washingtons portrait on the obverse was made 
strictly for contemporary collectors. According to fiscal accounts for 
the year, the Philadelphia Mint produced 38 examples of AC-16, all in 
copper. We have handled a number of examples over the last dozen or 
so years, and this is one of the nicest.

Handsome 
autumn-brown surfaces are sharply struck with a generally smooth, 
satiny texture to both sides. A light carbon spot in the right obverse 
field and minor rim bruise just before 3 oclock on the reverse are all 
that preclude a higher numeric grade. One of at least 30 copper Assay 
Commission medals struck in this larger diameter in 1879, the obverse 
design was hastily created as a reduction of Henry R. Linderman’s Mint 
Director medal. The reverse design depicts a classical lamp and torch 
that symbolize scientist Joseph Henry’s leadership of the Smithsonian 
Institution from 1846 until his death in 1878. Five or more copper 
impressions from these dies were sent to the Smithsonian Institution 
after the Commission's meeting, while an additional 26 examples were 
distributed as part of sets in medal cases that the Mint acquired from 
C.C. Schleunes. The present example is roughly comparable to the 
Boyd-Keusch specimen (Stack’s, November 2008, lot 5253).

(AC-21 and 23) also exist for this date, AC-20 is the official Assay 
Commission medal of 1880 that the Mint prepared for distribution to 
the commissioners. Twenty nine silver impressions were delivered on 
February 10, 1880, for that purpose, along with five more a fortnight 
later for engraver George T. Morgan, and an additional four specimens 
on March 23 by Coiner Oliver C. Bosbyshell. Survivors are sufficiently 
scarce that one was not included in our (Stack’s) November 2008 sale 
of the noteworthy Ernest E. Keusch Collection.

Cleaned (NGC). 33 mm. Satiny surfaces are a bit subdued beneath light 
golden-gray and pale russet retoning. The reverse design of this issue 
includes the Latin legend NE QUID DETRIMENTI RESPUBLICA 
CAPIAT, or “Let Not the State Receive Any Harm,’ which is attributed 
to the Roman orator Cicero during the Cataline conspiracy. Two 
reverse dies were prepared for the 1881 Assay Commission medal, 
the second (used for JK AC-24b) with the letter B at the lower left. JK 
AC-24a is known in both silver and copper, but AC-24b comes only 
in copper. The present specimen is from a net mintage of 27 silver 
impressions delivered on February 7, 1881, three additional examples 
struck at that time eventually returned to the Mint and were melted. 
The only other silver strikings from these dies that we have handled 
during the last dozen or so years are the PCGS Specimen-64 from 
our March 2020 sale of the Richard Jewell Collection, the Prooflike 
Choice Uncirculated Keusch Collection specimen in our (Stack’s) 
November 2008 sale, and the Choice About Uncirculated examples 
that sold as lot 1326 in our (Coin Galleries’) sale of December 2009 
and lot 30101 in our July 2015 Baltimore Auction.

Noticeably semi-reflective in the fields, especially on 
the obverse, with smooth surfaces throughout. This is the copper 
counterpart to the silver striking from the JK AC-24a dies offered 
above, the reverse design of which the Julian-Keusch reference on this 
series describes as “an artistic work of note,’

portrait appears on the obverse, was assassinated in 1881. The reverse 
exhibits kneeling Juno Moneta instructing Putto in coin weighing with 
the inscription LIBRA PROBAT OPUS, “Weight Proves the Work” 
This design, which was used on several other Assay Commission 
medals of the era, was later adapted for the Manila Mint Opening 
Wilson dollar of 1920.

A richly original mahogany-brown example with only a few light 
handling marks precluding an even higher numeric grade. JK AC- 
26 is the first medal bearing President Chester A. Arthur’s portrait 
struck in the United States Mint, predating the administration’s 
Presidential and Indian Peace issues designed by Charles E. Barber. 
The Assay Commission medal is unsigned, but attributed to George 
T. Morgan in the 1914 Mint catalog. The reverse design, first used 
for the 1882 issue, exhibits Juno Moneta instructing Putto in coin 
weighing, inspiration for the 1920 Wilson dollar of the Philippines. 
This MS-63 BN example is far superior to the copper impression in 
the Keusch Collection, cataloged as Choice Extremely Fine in our 
(Stack’s) November 2008 sale. Chief Engraver Charles E. Barber's 
personal specimen is also a lovely Choice example, as cataloged in our 
(Stack’s) New York Americana Sale of January 2010, as is the PCGS 
Specimen-64 BN sold as lot 190 in our March 2020 sale of the Richard 
Jewell Collection.

The Assay Commission medals of 1883 
to 1885 share the same design, differing only in the date at the lower 
right obverse border. ‘The Julian-Keusch reference on this series does 
not provide a mintage for the 1884 medal in copper, although it does 
suggest that bronzed copper specimens are restrikes. Some copper 
impressions have been silver-plated, including the Keusch Collection 
specimen offered as lot 5262 in our (Stack’s) November 2008 sale. Per 
the February 20, 1884, letter from Superintendent Snowden to Mint 
Director Burchard, only one silver medal was struck from these dies, 
although the records for that year make no mention of this metallic 
composition.

All design elements are sharply rendered, 
and the surfaces are smooth apart from a few trivial carbon spots that 
are largely confined to the obverse. The design of this issue is the same 
as that of its 1886 predecessor (JK AC-29), although the 1887 issue is 
from different dies. The obverse, of course, has a different date, but the 
differences between the reverse dies are more subtle. For the 1886 JK 
AC-29, the two lowest rays behind Justice’s head touch the top of the 
Philadelphia Mint building, while on the 1887 AC-30 they do not. The 
extensive offerings in this sale provide the advanced collector with the 
opportunity to acquire examples of both issues, as well as a host of 
other highly desirable Assay Commission medals.

The 1889 Assay Commission medal was struck from the same obverse 
die as the 1888 issue (JK AC-31, offered above), which is also the same 
die that the Mint used for the Grover Cleveland Presidential medal, 
Julian PR-23.

Since Windom 
died on January 29, 1891, and the commissioners received their 
medals in February of that year, the decision to use his portrait on this 
medal was obviously a hasty one that required a quick turnaround 
from Engraver Charles E. Barber. The 1914 Mint catalog credits the 
reverse design to George T. Morgan, and it depicts a man conducting 
an assay beneath a Latin legend that translates as “Knowledge Crowns 
the Work” (SCIENTIA CORONAT OPUS).

This is one of just a handful of medals struck 
from dies prepared by Charles E. Barber, copying from cliches of 
the adopted obverse and unadopted reverse made available to him 
in 1875. A single silver specimen is recorded in mintage figures for 
the 1876/77 fiscal year, likely the one sent in April 1876 to Professor 
Jules Marcou, who supplied his original Diplomatic Medal cliches to 
the U.S. Mint to serve as models for Barber's copy dies. According 
to Mint records, just 65 pieces were struck in bronze from these dies 
between 1876 and 1904. Originals are beyond the realm of possibility 
for most, making this version of the Diplomatic medal a very 
desirable item. The Chapmans bitterly called this production a “US 
Mint counterfeit” after they failed to sell their original to the Mint 
Collection. On the other hand, Elizabeth Bryant Johnston, writing 





in A Visit to the Cabinet of the United States Mint at Philadelphia, 
1876, noted, “the reproduction by C. Barber is finely executed, and 
the bronzing exceptionally beautiful” We could not agree more with 
this assessment, the differences between the original Diplomatic 
medal design and these Barber-created restrike dies lie mostly in 
the placement and size of the legends. The present example is richly 
toned in mahogany-brown over satiny, smooth surfaces that border 
on pristine. With just four original Diplomatic medals known, 
only three of which are in private hands, the chances of the average 
collector owning one are slim. The Barber restrikes, of which this is 
one of the finest survivors, are a good replacement. Lesser quality 
examples of these beautiful Centennial restrikes have sold in excess 
of $7,000 at auction.

This is one of the most spectacular medals from the second half of 
the 19th century — commemorating an event that electrified (no 
pun intended) the nation in 1858.

Satiny surfaces reveal only a few faint carbon 
spots that limit the grade, most of which are confined to the reverse. 
There are no marks of consequence. The reverse is double struck, and 
quite boldly so, with appreciable rotation between impressions. 


This piece features the same obverse design used to produce the gold 
examples presented to principal figures who participated in laying 
the cable. The reverse, however, is of a different design, although 
superficially similar.

The completion of the first Atlantic Cable between Newfoundland 
and Ireland through the efforts of Cyrus West Field of Stockbridge, 
Massachusetts triggered an explosion of worldwide celebration. The 
first successful transmission of a message was on August 5. This 
was to contemporary Americans what the Moon landing would 
be in the next century. Newspapers and magazines were filled with 
articles and illustrations of celebrations. On August 16, Queen 
Victoria sent greetings to President James Buchanan. The 98-word 
message took slightly over 16 hours to transmit. The president's 149- 
word acknowledgment occupied 10 hours of time. In all, some 400 
messages were sent back and forth in August, mostly brief notes on 
technical matters. 


Despite excitement and hoopla for the accomplishment, all was not 
well, and after about three weeks of service and test messages, the 
cable ceased functioning properly, with the last clear transmission 
received, ironically, on the celebration day of September 1. Signals 
became incomplete or garbled. The telegraph company’s public stock 
fell in value and, separately, Cyrus W. Field had additional reverses with 
other business interests. For a time, city papers were filled with hopeful 
comments that cable service would be restored quickly and with 
defensive replies to criticism of the British press. Not long thereafter, 
many Americans took an opposite stance and felt that they had been 
hoodwinked by the whole affair. To some, Field became a pariah. 


Hope sprang eternal, and Field sought to repair or replace the cable, 
but for a long time nothing was accomplished. Finally in 1867 a new 
cable was installed and was successful.

Unsigned (but 
probably a Birmingham, England medalist). HK-Unlisted. White 
Metal. Unc Details—Obverse Scratched (NGC). 44-45 mm. This 
is a rare variant of the Blondin medal, mentioned in a note in the 
supplement to Brown's British Historical Medals. A somewhat crude 
piece, approximately 35 mm in diameter and thin, copies the design 
of the present example; it is cataloged as Unlisted SCD-309, BHM- 
2672. An article in NCG's Collectors Society identifies J.W. Moore of 
Birmingham, England as the maker of the smaller format Blondin 
medal and traces 16 examples, including some in museum collections, 
and the piece on the John Raymond website on unlisted so-called 
dollars (Unlisted SCD-309, as above). Regarding the larger format 
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offered here, we have not traced another example, and this may be 
the first time that a specimen has been professionally photographed. 


The medal specifically refers to the attendance of the Prince of Wales 
(later King Edward VII), who famously visited Canada in 1860. It 
depicts Blondin (1824-1897) during his spectacular crossing of the 
Falls, a walk he performed many times, once with his manager on his 
back. Another time, he made himself an omelet, 160 feet above water. 
He performed as late as 1896 and is probably the greatest tightrope 
walker ever, surpassing the Wallendas and even the estimable 
Philippe Petit. This medal is both spectacular and accurate, with 
Blondin on his 1100° rope depicted at scale, and thus tiny. 
Reportedly purchased on eBay, August 2006.

The following lots are probably the nicest offering of 
these award medals ever to appear at auction. The Spring 
Garden Institute was established in 1851, just down the 
street from the U.S. Mint in Philadelphia, “For Promoting 
the Moral and Intellectual Improvement of Young Persons,’ 
its motto. In 1883 and 1884, awards were established for 
student achievement, these being gold watches. In 1885, 
these were replaced by medallic awards, and Charles Barber 
was commissioned to cut the dies. It is unclear if the medals 
were struck at the Mint, though the quality and compositions 
are suggestive that they may have been. However, there are 
no Mint records to this effect. Medals were issued in gold,

The history and purpose of this medal is unknown. It was also from 
dies cut by Charles Barber, but as far as we are aware this unawarded 
medal is the only known impression. Baldwin was the namesake 
of the Baldwin Locomotive Company, which was one of the largest 
manufactories of locomotives. It was located not too far from the 
Institute, and according to the Numismatist article on these medals, 
the company used the Institute's facilities for training in the summers. 
Undoubtedly, the Institute also benefitted from the arrangement, so 
perhaps this medal was devised as a mark of appreciation for the 
Baldwin firms association, though Baldwin himself had died in 1866. 
While it is undated, we can assign a pretty tight estimate of the date 
of production based on die state. The Mechanical Department die 
formed a tiny break between one of the ornamental beads and the rim. 
This crumbling is not seen on the dated Spring Garden award medals 
for 1885, but it is on the award medal dated 1888 offered below, so 
we know that this was an early product and perhaps intended for a 
proposed award that never came to fruition.

It is believed that just three gold medals 
were awarded each year, and that only one of the three was the Baird 
medal, as offered here. Sometime between 1888 and 1893, this reverse 
die began to crumble in the dentils just left of 12:00. 


As noted in the brief introduction, the Baird medal features the 
portrait of John Baird, the president of the Institute as of 1885, who 
apparently directly commissioned the medals with Charles Barber.

The better known and similar organization, NCAA 
was founded in 1921 and became the dominant organization of this 
type, as it remains today. The Inter Collegiate Athletic Association 
only issued gold medals like this one in its first year of competition, 
which included 12 events, all Track and Field. The winner of the 1 
mile race (and the present medal) was E.C. Stimson, with a time of

War II Military Personnel. This historic item is a 94 mm x 112 mm 
black rubber case that is supposed to contain gold coins and heavy 
gold rings that were intended to allow pilots and clandestine military 
personnel who found themselves cut off behind enemy lines to 
barter their way to safety. Both sides of the case have the inscription 
IF FOUND RETURN TO / COM NAV AIR LANT (ONAL34) 
/ NORFOLK, VIRGINIA. One side also bears the serial number 
319. Apparently unopened, with the original contents presumably 
included and in the original condition as when this set was assembled. 
We have sold three of these in recent years, and one was opened, 
revealing a British sovereign, two half sovereigns, and one example 
each the French 20 and 10 franc gold coins. Also included were three 
heavy gold rings. At the same time we sold another consecutively 
numbered but still sealed example that weighed essentially the same 
(293 grams). This one is a bit heavier at 311.2 grams. It is speculated 
that personnel serving in Europe would have greater ease utilizing 
local coins as in the first set, but personnel in Asia or Africa might find 
it easier to barter with coins from those areas — perhaps accounting 
for the difference in weight. Also the fact that this one is numbered 
319 while the others were each numbered from 1,457 to 2,771 might 
also be a factor.

Known as the Stefano Johnson medals for the firm that produced 
them in Milan, Italy, this medal in its three sizes and various metallic 
compositions, is generally regarded as the most beautiful of all 
Columbian medals. This is an interesting and particularly desirable 
example in a fabric that we have cannot recall ever handling before. 
The size is the same as that attributed as Eglit-106, Rulau-B10, 
although traditionally we have seen only bronze and white metal 
impressions.

The 1867 date on this medal pertains to the year in which Mickley’s 
first numismatic collection was sold by W. Elliott Woodward, the 
largest rare coin auction ever held up to that time. In E. Masons sale 
of some of the later Mickley holdings, the Mickley Collection sale of 
November 5-6, 1878, the medal we (Bowers and Ruddy) offered as 
part of the Garrett Collection (March 1981, lot 2072) appeared as lot 
534 and was described as follows (emphasis ours): “this medal, the 
only one of its kind struck in silver, was presented to Mr. J. Mickley 
on January 2, 1868 by Messrs. Alfred B. Taylor, W.H. Key, and C. 
Warner, a committee: weight 1040 1/2 grains; value in silver $2.70, in 
handsome velvet case.” 


The piece sold for $6.00 at the Mickley Collection sale. It was at that 
time or subsequently acquired by the Chapman brothers, who sold it 
to T. Harrison Garrett on November 3, 1882. 


We cataloged the Garrett Collection sale we thought that the specimen 
offered there was unique, a fair assumption based upon the description 
of a century earlier. However, the present example, ex Virgil Brand, is 
another!

Unc 
Details—Cleaned (NGC). 27 mm. A smartly impressed, sharply 
defined example of this highly desirable type. The surfaces are a bit 
glossy in texture to explain the NGC qualifier, but have retoned nicely 
with iridescent reddish-apricot highlights to dominant brassy-olive 
patina. HT-6 is eagerly sought by specialists due to the Roman toga 
portrait of Jackson on the obverse, as well as the erroneous election 
date 1829 in the reverse inscription. The latter was corrected to 1828 
before this die was paired with different obverses to produce the HT-4 
and HT-5 varieties.

Includes 
original hinged presentation box which remains in near pristine 
condition. This cased medal celebrates the life and accomplishments 
of inventor and engineer Ericsson, best known for designing the Civil 
War ironclad Monitor. Medal by A. Lindberg and A. FE. Westerlund., 
and struck in Sweden in 1890. 


Upon the secession of Virginia from the Union in 1861, numerous 
ships in the Gosport Navy Yard in Norfolk were scuttled to prevent 
them from falling into the hands of the Confederate Navy. The 
Merrimack was salvageable, however, and the Confederates began to 
restore and improve her for battle. In response, the Union initiated the 
need for an ironclad warship to counter the Merrimack. The Monitor, 
designed by the Swedish-born inventor John Ericsson, was one of the 
designs accepted. Innovative in several respects, the ship featured a 
tank-like gun turret rotating a full 360 degrees, as well as a completely 
underwater hull. 


Combat for the ship came on March 8, 1862, when the Virginia (ex 
Merrimack) attacked a Union blockading squadron in Hampton 
Roads, destroying some Union ships. That night, the Monitor came to 
the rescue, with the two ships engaging one another throughout the 
following day. Though neither was heavily damaged, the Monitor was 
successful in preventing the Virginia from gaining any further ground 
in her attempt to counter the blockade. 


The end for the Monitor came later that year, as her design made her 
highly unseaworthy. She languished in stormy waters and sank with 
all hands off the coast of Cape Hatteras on December 31, 1862.

Most major design 
elements are evident, however, including the date, Liberty’s portrait, 
and the denominator of the fraction. Warmly and originally toned in 
deep copper-brown with no significant blemishes for an early date 
large cent that has seen such extensive circulation. 


This is perhaps the most well known political countermark. Originally 
thought to be a campaign slogan of the Free Soil Party in the election 
of 1848, this countermark has now been properly attributed to its 
use with the National Reform Association and the election of 1844. 
Both VOTE THE LAND FREE and LAND LIMITATION were 
countermarks of the National Reform Association, and since the NRA 
was organized officially in February of 1844, the coins were stamped 
in its first year of existence. The actual steel stamp punch that was 
used to produce these countermarks is still in existence and resides in 
the Kansas State Historical Society collection and was discovered only 
in 2009 by numismatists. 


This is a particularly desirable example of this counterstamp since 
an 1803 large cent host coin is not listed in Brunk, Rulau or DeWitt/ 
Sullivan.

Thomas K. DeLorey (1980), 
however, reports that examples were unknown prior to 1914, in 
which year the first pieces were offered in one of Elder's catalogs. 
The author concludes that these pieces were struck no earlier than 
1914. DeLorey-81, the type offered here, is known in various metallic 
compositions. A number of overstrikes are also known, and besides 
United States large cents, undertypes include a Canadian Bouquet 
sou token, a Crossman Hard Times token, and a Jackson Hard Times 
token. This is our first offering for the type in recent memory, and 
represents an important bidding opportunity for the advanced Elder 
enthusiast.

Obverse Scratched (NGC). 34.2 grains. A significant example with 
far greater appeal than might be conveyed solely by the certified 
grade. This piece is struck over a shilling and one of very few known, 
as such. The impression from the sixpence dies is both well centered 
and well executed, the border beading partially complete around 
both sides and all major design elements boldly to sharply rendered. 
There is little in the way of wear, as the AU Details grade from NGC 
would suggest. While a few light scratches are evident on the reverse, 
the NGC qualifier is spot on in focusing on the obverse, where there 
are numerous light and moderate scratches that are concentrated in 
the center over and around the tree. The tree still presents as bold, 
and the overall eye appeal is quite strong with a few blushes of steel 
toning to otherwise dominant pewter and sandy-gray patina. The 
undertype is best seen at 1 to 2 oclock and 9 oclock on the reverse, 
where remnants of lettering from the host are discernible among the 
letters W and AN in the words NEW ENGLAND on the overtype. 


The peculiar “6 over 12” overstrikes in the Oak Tree series were 
discovered by Walter Breen in the late 1950s and first described 
by him in the pages of the Colonial Newsletter in December 1963. 
The first thorough treatment was written by William Wild, the late 
New York collector, in the July 1969 issue of the CNL. Therein, Wild 
identified two specimens, both Noe-21s overstruck on cut-down 
Noe-14s: one was the discovery specimen, later part of the Donald 
Groves Partrick Collection, the other was sold in the famous New 
Netherlands 60th sale in 1968. This specimen is sharper than both of 
those. The NN60 specimen is significantly misaligned on the obverse. 
The Wild-Partrick discovery piece (earlier ex David Bullowa) is a 
little beat-up but shows abundant undertype. 


Two others were reported in CNL soon after, one in the collection 
of Kenneth Bressett and another from our (Stack’s) October 1970 
sale of the Appleton coins from the Massachusetts Historical 
Society. Coincidentally, both were holed. At least two more Noe- 
21 overstrikes have been identified since 1970, one in a well known 
private New Jersey cabinet and another from our (Stack’s) sale of the 
Reed Hawn Massachusetts silver in May 1998. Further, Ted Craige 
located a Noe-20 overstruck on a cut down Noe-14 shilling before 
his death in 1971. 





In recent years we offered a Noe-20 overstrike as lot 7156 in our 
August 2011 Chicago ANA Auction. That coin was also certified AU 
Details by NGC, but the qualifier was Improperly Cleaned and, with 
poorer peripheral detail and dark surfaces, it is not nearly as nice 
as the present example. Most significantly, we offered the unique 
Bushnell-Parmelee-Mills-Garrett Noe-15 Oak Tree sixpence in our 
March 2015 sale of the Henry P. Kendall Foundation Collection, 
which is also overstruck on an Oak Tree shilling. A lovely PCGS 
AU-55, the Noe-15 is certainly among the finest, and arguably the 
most famous of the “6 over 12” specimens. Another contender for 
the former title is the Kendall Foundation specimen of the overstruck 
Noe-20, a PCGS AU-50 with particularly bold remnants of the 
undertype along the lower and left obverse borders. 


The present example is a relative newcomer to the census of these 
desirable overstruck coins, and it was not recognized as such when 
sold by Heritage in their April 2011 CSNS Signature Auction. It offers 
superior detail to the overtype for one of these, and is also among the 
more desirable “6 over 12” specimens extant. 


Oak Tree coins were struck on narrow silver rolled strips that were 
passed through a rocker press, then trimmed down into individual 
coins. It appears that at least a few strips of Oak Tree shillings were 
found to be underweight — perhaps rolled to a thickness more 
appropriate for sixpences than shillings — but instead of being 
consigned to the melting pot, they were sent back through the press 
and overstruck as sixpences, then trimmed to size. 


Wild’s “Six Over Twelve” article is well known to specialists in 
the series, though few collectors have ever been able to add one 
of these to their cabinet. These interesting specimens represent a 
distinct moment in the history of the Boston Mint; they also helped 
scholars determine that the Oak Trees were coined on a rocker press 
rather than a screw press. (See Stack’s May 1998 catalog for more 
information.) Beyond these admittedly specialized points of interest, 
this coin offers very sharp detail for a Noe-20 of any planchet stock, 
virgin or overstruck. It would be a highlight in any Massachusetts 
silver collection.

This handsome mid grade sixpence is 
warmly and evenly toned in steel-olive and pewter gray. Obverse off 
center to 8 oclock, most of the word IN and the letters MAS off the 
flan. This feature complicates attribution given the shared obverse of 
Noe-20, Noe-21 and Noe-22, as the primary differentiating feature is 
the various reworkings of the first letter S in MASATHVSETS. For 
the present example, our Noe-20 attribution is based on the shape of 
the right foot of the first letter A, which is also reworked (albeit less 
dramatically) in subsequent die states. The reverse is better centered, 
although the tops of virtually all peripheral letters are either flush with 
the border or off the flan. Those design elements that are present are 
generally well defined, the bottom of the tree a bit soft. Slight waviness 
in the planchet is as made, the centers on both sides have a few wispy 
marks that are easily overlooked.

Wood's Hibernia farthings in silver 
were once considered to be incredibly rare. However, a small hoard 
of about two dozen pieces came out of hiding in England during the 
late 1950s. First brought to light by Baldwin's of London, the pieces 
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were housed in a silver tube with silver halfpenny ends; the group 
had descended directly from the Wood family into the hands of 
Albert Baldwin, whose firm then dispersed the lot. The present piece 
has obviously been on the numismatic market long before this hoard 
and, with an impressive provenance, it is a significant example that 
should draw much attention.

Although the April 
10, 1606, charter that King James granted to Virginia gave the colony 
coinage privileges, it was not until December 20, 1769, that the Virginia 
House of Burgesses passed an act allocating money for the minting of 
copper coins in Britain. The act was the result of increasing pressure 
from tradesmen in the colony who sought copper coins to be used 
in commerce, as the mix of English, Spanish, Portuguese and Dutch 
pieces in use at the time was seen as inadequate. The final design was 
approved in 1772, and on May 20, 1773, the English crown authorized 
the coinage of halfpennies for Virginia. The coins were struck in the 
Royal Mint in the Tower of London. The Virginia halfpence are, in 
fact, the only coins authorized and produced in England for use in an 
American colony.

The popular Rhode Island Ship medals continue to fascinate and 
baffle numismatists. They are believed to have been struck around 
1780, though by whom and for what reason remains unclear. The 
reverse of the medal depicts the Continental Army’s withdrawal 
from Aquidneck Island in August 1778 surrounded by the British 
fleet commanded by Admiral Lord Richard Howe. The Americans’ 
retreat was necessitated by the withdrawal of a covering French fleet 
under the Comte D’Estaing to Newport after receiving considerable 
damage in a storm. The obverse has been the subject of debate as 
to what it portrays. For generations, it has been assumed that it is a 
satirical representation of Lord Howe's flagship fleeing Narragansett 
Bay in 1779, an interpretation in part based on the earliest versions 
of this medal bearing the word VLUGTENDE (“fleeing”) underneath 
Howe’ ship. The most recent scholarship asserts that instead of a 
pro-American medial, it is actually a British medal intended for the 
Dutch market, or even an entirely Dutch product created to help 
garner support to the British cause in the global war for empire that 
raged throughout the 1770s and 1780s and of which the American 
Revolution was only a small part. With this current interpretation of 
the medal, it would appear that if it was intended to influence Dutch 
feelings towards a more pro-British position, it failed in its purpose. 
Often at loggerheads with each other, British and Dutch relations 
were very tense, culminating in December 1780 when the Dutch 
joined other European nations in the League of Armed Neutrality. 
The League was established as a counter to the British Royal Navy’s 
policy of intercepting neutral shipping in search of French supplies. 


Rhode Island Ship medals with VLUGTENDE are of the highest rarity, 
often with decades between auction appearances. The transitional 
type with VLUGTENDE removed, as here, and the later modified die 
with the wreath are of roughly similar rarity with most examples in 
the VF to AU grade range. This is an attractive piece at the EF level 
that would do nicely in many cabinets.

This wholly original example 
exhibits splashes of charcoal-russet toning on warmer sandy- 
silver patina. The strike is well centered on both sides with all 
devices sharp and clear, although the left obverse border lacks 
denticulation. Surface texture is a bit granular overall, and a 
few minor flan flaws and ancient pin scratches in the center of 
the obverse are noted for accuracy. The so-called “worm” has 
a prominent head and is probably a snake. This is a pleasing 
example that would do nicely in a circulated type set of early 
American coinage. 


Coins of this type are attributed to John Chalmers, a goldsmith 
and silversmith in Annapolis, Maryland. Chalmers issued these 
coins to prevent some of the abusive practices associated with 
fractional parts of the Spanish dollar, the most widely used 
coins in the early United States. While it was customary at the 
time to cut Spanish dollars into halves, quarters and eighths, 
unscrupulous persons would attempt to make a profit by cutting 


five “quarters” or nine or ten “eighths” out of one coin. Chalmers’ 
solution to this problem was to redeem various fractional parts 
in exchange for his own coins, charging a commission for this 
service. Examples were produced in threepence, sixpence and 
shilling denominations, the dies engraved by Thomas Sparrow, 
if not by Chalmers himself. They were struck at a building at 
the corner of Fleet and Cornhill streets in Annapolis. Given that 
several hundred Chalmers pieces are known today, and that 
most display significant wear from extensive commercial use, 
the issue appears to have been well received by the contemporary 
public and widely used in commerce. 


In an absolute sense, of course, all Chalmers coins are rare 
irrespective of denomination or variety. Those most often seen 
are shillings of the bird type, the short worm variant a bit more 
plentiful than its long worn counterpart.

Massachusetts was the only state that struck its own copper 
coinage during the 1783 to 1789 Confederation period, during 
which the right to coin money was assigned to the states as 
opposed to the federal government (as adopted later under the 
Constitution). Connecticut, New Jersey, and Vermont authorized 
private contractors to strike copper coins in their names. 
Massachusetts established, stocked, manned, and operated 
its own mint, an important distinction that it shares with no 
other state. As a state function, charged with disbursing public 
money and exercising the care consequent to that authority, the 
Massachusetts Mint maintained extensive records accounting 
for funds received and disbursements made, much of which still 
survives. This is unique in the Confederation period. Sylvester 
S. Crosby published much of the documentation necessary for a 
solid history of the state's coinage operations, and his 1875 work 
is the starting place for anyone with an interest in learning more 
about this important Confederation era mint.

What is definitely true is 
that the increased popularity of coin collecting in the United States of 
the 1850s made it profitable to produce and sell reproductions of the 
historically significant Fugio coppers. The firm primarily responsible, 
however, appears to be the Scovill Manufacturing Company of 
Waterbury, Connecticut, which used newly created dies to strike these 
coins. Horatio Rust still seems to have been involved, but only as a 
distributor of these pieces or, perhaps, the person who commissioned 
Scovill Manufacturing Company to create the dies and/or coins. 


Neither from New Haven nor restrikes, the “New Haven Restrikes” 
differ in detail from original Fugio coppers, particularly on the reverse 
where the rings are narrow instead of wide. Most examples of this type 
are struck in copper, bronze or brass, although rarer silver and gold 
impressions are also known.

Authorized by the Act of April 22, 1864, the two-cent piece was a 
wartime exigency brought about by the hoarding of gold and silver 
coinage in the Eastern United States during the Civil War. Once 
precious metal coinage disappeared from circulation early in the War 
(followed shortly thereafter by copper-nickel cents), a vacuum in 
domestic circulation resulted that was eventually filled in a haphazard 
manner by privately issued tokens, fractional paper currency and 
the like. By 1864 the Northern Congress was finally in a position to 
enact concrete measures to rectify the situation and at least return 
some form of official government coinage to widespread circulation. 
The aforementioned Act of April 22, 1864, altered the composition 
(from copper-nickel to bronze) and reduced the weight (4.67 grams 
to 3.11 grams) of the cent and also introduced the bronze two-cent 
piece. Circulation strike production of two-cent pieces was initially 
heavy, and the coins at first met with an eager reception in the 
coinage starved Northeast. With the end of the Civil War in 1865, 
however, the popularity of the two-cent piece quickly waned, the odd 
denomination of the coin causing many to question its usefulness in 
commercial channels. 


Circulation strike two-cent production fell off markedly in 1866, and 
yearly mintages continued to fall through 1872, when the final coins 
of this type were delivered for circulation. Interestingly, yearly Proof 
mintages climbed somewhat through 1872, indicating more of an 
increase in demand for silver and minor coin Proof sets than a specific 
interest in Proof two-cent pieces. Most numismatic sources estimate 
the mintage of the Proof 1871 at 960+ pieces, the exact mintage 
unknown as the Mint did not begin recording the number of Proof 
minor coins struck until the late 1870s. The 1871 is conditionally 
challenging and can be difficult to obtain any finer than Proof-64 
RB. Indeed, the typical example that passes through our hands is a 
moderately to extensively toned Red and Brown with at least a few 
distracting carbon flecks or other blemishes. The present example is 
a full Red Gem with expertly preserved surfaces and abundant eye 
appeal.

The New Orleans Mint’s contribution for the half 
dime denomination in 1857 amounted to a generous 1,380,000-piece 
mintage. While most of these coins began to circulate immediately, 
the astute reader will recall that the Civil War began only four years 
later. By the early summer of 1862 silver had once again disappeared 
from circulation in the East and Midwest amid the uncertainties 
over the outcome of the war. Many of these hoarded coins eventually 
found their way back into commercial channels after April 1876, 
when silver specie payments were resumed and such pieces could 
once again circulate. By that time, however, this denomination had 
became unpopular in the eastern United States, probably because a 
useful alternative in the nickel five-cent piece had existed since 1866. 
The result was that large quantities of previously hoarded half dimes 
accumulated in banks, after which they were sent to the Treasury to 
be melted. It is likely that many 1857-O half dimes were either lost 
through circulation prior to the Civil War, or were melted during 
or after that conflict. Somehow the present example survived this 
tumultuous era without seeing circulation, and it managed to do so 
while retaining nearly pristine surfaces that are virtually as struck.

Between the legendarily elusive Small Eagle half dollars of 1796 and 
1797 and the scarce Philadelphia Mint dates between 1879 and 1890, 
no other half dollar issue approaches the low mintage of the 1836 
Reeded Edge. Beyond its evident historical importance, the 1836 
Reeded Edge has always been admired as a rarity. For most of the 19th 
century, this issue was deemed a pattern, too rare to have been issued 
for circulation.

The United States 
Mint had used steam power to coin other denominations before the 
half dollar, namely cents beginning in April 1836 and quarters soon 
thereafter, but the production of the workhorse half dollar remained 
a goal for most of 1836. The large numbers of half dollars required 
by the American economy forced the Mint to devote the majority of 
its capacity to that denomination. Cents and quarters, both relatively 
small and easy to strike, were natural warm-up acts for the half 
dollar, whose size and heft required far more technological savvy. 
While the processes involved were not running flawlessly until the 
spring of 1837, the production of a small group of half dollars on the 
steam press in November 1836 was a victory. The construction of a 
new press in 1837 capable of steam coinage of dollars was the only 
challenge that remained.

A victim of this tumultuous era, the 1851 Liberty Seated half 
dollars struck in New Orleans exemplifies the extent to which 
these circumstances hobbled the productivity of the Mint. The two 
preceding years saw bountiful productions of 2.3 and 2.4 million 
coins, and seemingly in anticipation of another active striking period, 
20 pairs of dies were shipped to New Orleans Mint for the 1851 issue. 
In fact, only four of these pairs would be employed, in five distinct 
combinations, for a total mintage of just 402,000 coins. The 1851-O is 
a considerable condition rarity in Uncirculated preservation. A loose 
concentration of examples can be found in Choice Mint State, and 
these coins represent the finest realistically obtainable for advanced 
collectors.

The half dollar was the largest denomination affected by the wholesale 
weight reductions introduced to United States silver coinage through 
the Act of February 21, 1853. The new weight standard for the half 
dollar was 12.44 grams, as opposed to 13.36 grams for preceding 
issues produced beginning in the late 1830s. The weight reduction 
was introduced to return the half dollar to active circulation in the 
Eastern states, as they had disappeared through hoarding as the price 
of silver rose in response to the vast quantities of gold being mined in 
California during the Gold Rush. In essence, silver had become scarce 
relative to gold in the market of the early 1850s, and old tenor pieces 
were quickly removed from circulation as their bullion value exceeded 
their face value. As with the quarter, arrows were added to the obverse 
before and after the date and a glory of rays added to the reverse field 
around the eagle. The reverse design proved to be too highly detailed 
for efficient coinage operations, and the rays were dropped in 1854, 
creating a one year type in the 1853 Arrows and Rays design.

Simply put, this is one 
of the most intriguing and desirable silver dollars of any type or date 
in this sale.

Undoubtedly carried 
as a pocket piece for many years, heavy wear has resulted in isolated 
softness throughout the reverse, although the obverse has a bold date 
and full outlining to Liberty’s portrait. A minor rim ding at 7 oclock 
on the latter side is noted, as are wispy scratches on the reverse, but all 
of these features are easily forgiven in light of how much handling this 
coin obviously endured. Warmly and originally toned, the fleeting 
nature of this offering should not be overlooked.

The story 
of the 1863 mirrors that of most other post-1853 circulation strike 
Liberty Seated dollars. In order to discourage hoarding and allow 
the coins to once again circulate freely, the Act of February 21, 1853, 
reduced the weight of the half dime, dime, quarter and half dollar. 
The weight of the silver dollar remained unchanged, however, as the 
denomination was essentially a storehouse for bullion whose most 
widespread use was in international commerce. Indeed, circulation 
strike Liberty Seated dollars of the 1854 to 1873 era can generally be 
regarded as predecessors to the trade dollar of 1873 to 1883. There are 
some exceptions, most notably the Carson City Mint issues of 1870 
to 1873, which saw considerable use in local commerce. As a rule, 
however, circulation strike silver dollars of the late 1850s, 1860s and 
early 1870s were struck almost exclusively at the request of bullion 
depositors who used them in international transactions. The most 
popular destinations for these coins were Liverpool, England and 
China. Some of the coins shipped to England found their way back to 
the United States, such as in payment for bales of cotton, accounting 
for many circulated survivors of scarce Philadelphia Mint issues from 
the 1850s and 1860s. On the other hand, virtually all of the coins 
shipped to the Orient were eventually destroyed through melting. 


Demand from contemporary merchants and other bullion depositors 
resulted in a mintage of 27,200 circulation strike silver dollars in 1863. 
Survivors are elusive in all grades, both circulated and Mint State. 
Writing in the 2018 reference Liberty Seated Dollars: A Register of Die 
Varieties, Dick Osburn and Brian Cushing account for only 450 coins 
extant. Uncirculated survivors such as offered here are in the distinct 
minority among survivors, and they probably represent coins that 
remained stateside as part of bullion reserves.

For reasons that are not clear, soon after circulation 
strike Morgan dollar production began in 1878, numerous minor 
modifications to the reverse design were made, the most evident 
being the reduction in the number of the eagles tail feathers from 
eight to seven. The general numismatic consensus is that certain 
reverse dies of the 8 Tailfeathers type were rehubbed using the new 7 
Tailfeathers hub, thereby creating the variety popularly known as 7/8 
Tailfeathers. As Q. David Bowers observes in his 1993 silver and trade 
dollar encyclopedia, however, numerous other differences between 
the designs in the two hubs, however minor, would have created what 
the author describes as “many ‘over’ features, not just tail feathers” in 
the working dies. Since the number of under feathers (which varies) 
is never more than seven, this variety may represent a re-hubbing of 
dies using hastily prepared hubs that differed in minor details such as 
the style of the eagle punch, its registration in the hub, and so forth. 
Bowers believes that most, if not all of the undertype eagles on these 
dies had seven tail feathers. Mint State examples are available with 
ease through the MS-64 level, although in Gem MS-65 and finer 
grades the 7/8 Tailfeathers is scarce to rare.

This is a beautiful example 
from the first year of Morgan dollar coinage at the Carson City Mint. 
Exceptionally well preserved, both sides are virtually pristine and 
even under close inspection with a loupe there is little to disturb the 
smooth, frosty, brilliant surfaces. Sharply to fully struck throughout, 
it is difficult for us to imagine a more appealing example of either the 
type or issue. 


The Carson City Mint’s initial Morgan dollar mintage was 2,212,000 
coins in 1878. Unlike many later CC-Mint Morgans (the 1883-CC and 
1884-CC, for example), the 1878-CC saw considerable commercial 
use at the time of striking. In circulated grades it is among the more 
obtainable CC-Mint Morgans, with most such examples well worn 
in grades from Good to Fine. Even so, enough of the mintage was 
retained in government vaults that releases during the 1950s resulted 
in a temporary glut of coins in dealers’ inventories. As significant as 
they were, those releases were dwarfed by others affecting the 1882- 
CC, 1883-CC and 1884-CC beginning in the 1960s. The conditionally 
challenging nature of the 1878-CC comes to the fore in grades above 
MS-65. In MS-65+ and MS-66 this issue is scarce by Morgan dollar 
standards, while in MS-66+ and higher grades it is rare. A find for 
the discerning Carson City Mint or Morgan dollar specialist, we 
anticipate keen bidder interest in this lovely premium Gem.

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An Unusual Hoard of Morgan Silver Dollars 


The lots offered below are from a fairly old hoard of 
Morgan silver dollars that have clearly been undisturbed for 
decades. The dates included reveal two things. First, these 
coins were either originally gathered or reviewed by someone 
who knew about coins, but it was a long time ago and in a 
different market. The well-matched nature of the coins, as 
well as the large concentrations of New Orleans Mint coins in 
circulated grades point clearly to this. While the coins came 
to us in old canvas bags, they were not the original U.S. Mint 
bags, and the coins had been wrapped in paper rolls, inside. 
Though many of the very old rolls had long since fallen apart, 
the coins had been largely protected and clearly moved very 
little over the years, in the case of the Brilliant Uncirculated 
pieces. The second piece of evidence that a numismatist was 
involved was found on some of the rolls, on which was noted 
“No CC's,’ indicating that most Carson City Mint coins were 
pulled at some point. 

Another useful observation to date the hoard is that there 
are virtually no examples of 1902-O or 1904-O coins. The

Early in 2000, General 
Mills, makers of Cheerios breakfast cereal, coupled with the U.S. Mint 
to place new Sacagawea dollars in boxes of their cereal and heighten 
the nation’s awareness of the coin. Some 10 million boxes of Cheerios 
were part of the promotion, each containing a newly minted Lincoln 
cent. Another 5,500 boxes also contained a 2000-dated Sacagawea 
dollar. Unbeknownst to people at the time, the “Cheerios” dollar had 
a different reverse die than the regular circulation strikes, with the 
eagle's tail feathers on the reverse enhanced in their detail. While at 
least 5,500 of these pieces were struck for the promotion (making 
them roughly four times more rare than the famous 1955 Doubled 
Die Obverse Lincoln cent), their value has risen steadily owing to the 
fact that very few “Cheerios” dollars have surfaced. It is likely that 
many examples were found by non-collectors who spent or otherwise 
mishandled the coins.

Of 
note, the presently seen combination is not listed.

With most examples 
that we have encountered being worn, it is obvious that the vast 
majority either found their way into the hands of non-numismatists 
or ended up in circulation.

It is not included in the census of known examples 
published by Adna G. Wilde in the article “Counterstamped Stone 
Mountain Half Dollars: Where Are They Today?,’ The Numismatist, 
August 1987.

Authorized by Congress on June 28, 1902, the gold dollars of this type 
were intended to commemorate the 100th anniversary of the purchase 
of the Louisiana Territory. The coins were issued in connection with 
the Louisiana Purchase Exposition, held in St. Louis in 1904. Although 
the original intent of the Mint was to create just one design utilizing 
a portrait of President Thomas Jefferson, architect of the Louisiana 
Purchase, the assassination of William McKinley led to the creation 
of a second design to honor the slain president. The first examples of 
both types struck, and indeed the first official gold commemorative 
coins produced in the United States Mint, were 100 Proofs each of 
the Jefferson Portrait and McKinley Portrait types. These specially 
prepared coins were not intended for distribution to the general public 
but, rather, were made solely for government officials and others with 
close connections to the Mint or the Louisiana Purchase Exposition. 


Given their special status and limited distribution, most Proof 
Louisiana Purchase Exposition gold dollars are believed to have 
survived to the present day, with 80 to 90 specimens of each type 
believed extant. These are paltry totals given current (to say nothing 
of potential future) demand, however, and market appearances are 
rare and avidly pursued at all grade levels.

The suspension of gold specie payments by Eastern and Midwestern 
banks early in the Civil War dealt the gold dollar a blow from which 
it basically never recovered. Mintages had started to diminish as early 
as 1854 when the return of silver coins to circulation rendered the 
gold dollar increasingly obsolete in the eastern United States. Nearly 
all mintages were small through the balance of the 1860s and into the 
early 1870s. Minor upsurges in Philadelphia Mint production were 
seen in 1873 and 1874 as the destruction of worn gold coins pursuant 
to the Act of February 12, 1873, provided bullion for new coins. 
Thereafter mintages remained extremely limited until the gold dollar 
passed into history in 1889. Not even in 1878, when the Mint stepped 
up gold coin production in anticipation of the resumption of specie 
payments on January 1, 1879, did gold dollar production increase. 


There were obviously few calls for gold dollars in 1880, for the 
Philadelphia Mint produced only 1,600 circulation strikes, the lowest 
mintage among Philadelphia Mint gold dollars after the 1875 (just 400 
coins struck). The 1880 is available in lower grades; a large percentage 
of the mintage must have survived in the hands of speculators or 
numismatists. On the other hand, the 1880 remains rare in the finest 
Mint State grades, and few 1880 gold dollars extant received the fine 
treatment accorded the offered example over the intervening 140 years.

The remaining 27 specimens were delivered individually 
on several occasions throughout the year. Despite a slightly higher 
mintage (67 vs. 51 coins), the Proof 1882 quarter eagle is nearly as rare 
as the Proof 1881, suggesting that the former issue suffered a higher 
rate of attrition through melting of undistributed examples.

Somewhat dusky sandy-gold patina reveals 
glints of silvery tinting under a light. Boldly defined overall with glints 
of original luster. Never a popular denomination in commerce, by 
1861 the three-dollar gold series had settled into a pattern of limited 
yearly circulation strike mintages that would continue almost without 
exception until its end in 1889. The Philadelphia Mint produced just 
5,959 circulation strikes during the first year of the Civil War, this 
being the last year in which gold coins were paid out at face value. 
After gold specie payments were suspended on December 28, 1861, 
what few three-dollar gold pieces were held by Northern bullion 
dealers, banks and exchange offices could be obtained only by paying 
a premium in paper money. Few, if any, did for the three-dollar gold 
piece did not circulate in the East or Midwest for the remainder of 
the Civil War and continuing into the Reconstruction era. While gold 
coins continued to circulate on the West Coast, the unpopularity of 
the three-dollar denomination meant that few such pieces were seen 
in California, and than again mostly earlier dated examples from the 
1850s. 


The circulation strike 1861 three-dollar gold issue is represented by 
only a few hundred coins, virtually all of which are in higher circulated 
or Mint State grades. Most EF and AU survivors were saved as part 
of bank reserves and snatched up by numismatic dealers during the 
early 20th century.

While the 
premier gold coinage from Carson City coined in the facility's first year 
of operation in 1870 was little more than symbolic, production in 1871 
was stepped up courtesy of bullion deposits totaling $1,003,810, an 
increase of more than 800% from the previous year. One obverse die 
and two reverse dies were employed to produce the 20,770 half eagles 
struck in 1871. The Winter 1-A reverse die was first used in 1870, 
then again in 1873, showing the Carson City Mint’s resourcefulness in 
reusing still serviceable dies. The first batch of 6,100 half eagles were 
delivered by Coiner Granville Hosmer in January, then delivering the 
remaining balance of 14,670 pieces in the second half of the year. The 
use of gold and silver in the West was central to the local economy, 
especially in the more remote portions of Nevada and neighboring 
areas. Most of the coins that came off the mint'’s presses went into 
immediate use and generally stayed in the region, rather than being 
exported overseas. Because there were for all intents and purposes no 
numismatists in the region, survivors exist more by pure happenstance 
than by intention. The coins saw heavy commercial use and many show 
the telltale evidence of the rigors of circulation. By the time interest in 
mintmark collecting began to pick up in the late 1890s and beyond, 
these coins had already been in use for more than two decades. Carson 
City Mint expert Rusty Goe estimates that perhaps only 1% of the 
total output remains in existence, or roughly 200 pieces. Our own Q. 
David Bowers postulates that even that number might be on the high 
side. Unblemished examples of the 1871-CC half eagle are scarce in all 
grades, which fact speaks volumes about the significance of the present 
offering for the astute Carson City Mint gold collector.

The mintage of 31,000 coins reported for the 1873-S is on par 
with those of other San Francisco Mint fives from the late 1860s 
and early 1870s and, like those other issues, heavy commercial 





use on the West Coast claimed most of the coins. This issue 
is scarce even in well worn condition, while in the popular 
collector grades of EF and AU only a few small handfuls remain.

Writing in the 2008 edition 
of their Encyclopedia of U.S. Gold Coins: 1795-1933, Jeff Garrett 
and Ron Guth sum up the challenge presented by the 1894-S 
nicely: 
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This is one of the dates that are taken for granted until one 
makes an ffort to locate an example. Very few 1894-S half 
eagles have traded at auction in the last two decades because 
low-grade coins of the date are not deemed worthy of a major 
auction sale and there are very few high-grade coins known. 


Indeed, this particular example from the Fairmont Collection 
is only the fifth Mint State 1894-S five that we have brought to 
auction in the last 10 or so years. A fleeting bidding opportunity 
worthy of one’s undivided attention.

The 1839 is the most realistic type candidate from the first year of the 
Liberty Head half eagle series. However, it circulated extensively and 
the vast majority are well worn, with VF and EF being typical. Scarce 
in AU, this issue is very rare in Mint State.

1868 AU Details—Cleaned (NGC). The 1868 is part of a run of rare 
low mintage circulation strike Liberty Head half eagles from the 
Philadelphia Mint that begins in 1862 during the darkest days of the 
Civil War. With the outcome of that conflict uncertain by the end of 
1861, Eastern banks suspended gold specie payments in December. 
This resulted in the withdrawal of gold coins from circulation in the 
Northern and Midwestern states, although such pieces continued to 
see commercial use on the West Coast. With little bullion reaching the 
Philadelphia Mint, yearly circulation strike mintages remained small 
for the duration of the Civil War. Although many thought that Lee's 
surrender to Grant at Appomattox Court House on April 9, 1865, 
would soon be followed by a resumption of specie payments from 
banks, this did not happen. Instead, gold coins remained absent from 
circulation in the North and Midwest throughout the Reconstruction 
era, their place largely taken by paper bills. It was not until December 
17, 1878, that the market achieved parity between gold and paper bills. 
This allowed gold specie payments to resume, and yearly mintages 
from the Philadelphia Mint increased significantly as a result. 


It is against this backdrop that the Philadelphia Mint produced just 
5,700 circulation strike half eagles in 1868. Most of these coins were 
exported, although some likely saw circulation on the West Coast, 
thereby explaining the small number of mostly VF and EF survivors. 
With sharp to full striking detail remaining throughout, this is a 
conditionally rare AU example despite the stated qualifier.

1839 Small Letters (a.k.a. Type of 1840). VF-35 (NGC). Richly 
toned in deep honey-olive and more vivid reddish-gold, both sides 
also offer bold detail to the major design elements. The longest- 
running ten-dollar gold eagle series produced in the United States 
Mint, the Liberty Head eagle was struck without interruption from 
1838 through early 1907. It is the first eagle produced since 1804, 
President Thomas Jefferson having halted production of both this 
denomination and the silver dollar that year. By 1838, however, two 
laws had been passed that made it possible for the Mint to resume 
eagle coinage. The first was the Act of June 28, 1834, which reduced 
the weight of standard U.S. gold coins and, in so doing, placed the 
nations monetary system on a gold standard. The second was the Act 
of January 18, 1837, a general overhaul of the nation’s coinage laws 
that, among other things, standardized the fineness of gold and silver 
coins at 900 thousandths. 


When eagle production resumed in 1838, the Mint settled upon the 
Liberty Head design by Christian Gobrecht. The obverse features a 
left-facing portrait of Liberty, her hair tied in a bun at the back of her 
head, wearing a coronet inscribed LIBERTY, with 13 stars around the 
border, and the date below the portrait. The initial portrait utilized in 
1838 and early 1839 had deeper curvature to the truncation of the bust 
with Liberty's hair pulled back over her ear. For unknown reasons the 
design was modified slightly in 1839 to create the Liberty Head motif 
that would remain in use through the series’ end in 1907. The basic 
reverse design also remained unchanged from 1838 to 1907, the focal 
feature an eagle with outstretched wings and a shield on its breast. 
The eagle clutches a group of three arrows in its left talon and an olive 
branch in its right talon. The legend UNITED STATES OF AMERICA 
is around the border and the denomination TEN D. is below the eagle. 
The reverse was modified in 1866 with the addition of the motto IN 
GOD WE TRUST on a scroll above the eagle. To distinguish them 
from their No Motto predecessors of 1838 to 1866, the Motto eagles of 
1866 to 1907 are known as the Type II Liberty Head design. 


The second type of Liberty Head eagle produced in 1839, the Small 
Letters is distinguished from its Large Letters counterpart not only 
by the aforementioned differences in the design of Liberty's portrait, 
but also in the size of the letters in the legend UNITED STATES OF 
AMERICA and the denomination TEN D. on the reverse. The 1839 
Small Letters was produced to the extent of just 12,447 pieces, with 
25,801 coins for the 1839 Large Letters. The former is the rarer of the 
two issues, although it is often overlooked by collectors focused on the 
brevity of the Large Letters design type of 1838 and early 1839. PCGS 
CoinFacts provides an estimate of only 50 to 60 coins extant in all 
grades for the 1839 Small Letters. With market appearances few and 
far between, the significance of the present offering should be obvious 
to the astute gold enthusiast.

From one of the 
most historic and eagerly sought issues in the Liberty Head double 
eagle series comes this smartly impressed, near-fully defined coin. 
There is little to report in the way of actual wear, although heavy 
hairlining explains the PCGS qualifier. Pleasingly patinated in vivid 
orange-rose with flickers of original luster evident. After several years 
of political wrangling, the mint in San Francisco was finally opened 
for business in March 1854. It was first located in the offices of highly 
regarded private coiners Moffat & Company at 608-610 Commercial 
Street.

The PCGS qualifier 
concerns an attempted removal of a few wispy planchet streaks 
(as made) on the obverse over and around the bottom of Liberty’s 
portrait. Mint records indicate a production figure of 59,962 1883- 
CC double eagles, equal to a face value of $1,199,240. Most of these 
entered into the channels of commerce and circulated extensively. 
David Akers in his 1982 treatise on double eagles accounted for 
39 auction appearances of Mint State 1883-CC double eagles in a 
survey of more than 400 major auction sales.

He applied for a patent (No. 123405) 
in 1872 for a shoe fastener and again in 1894 (No. 523581) for an 
ejecting apparatus. Klinger learned the jewelry trade about 1849, and 
later conducted business at Elkhart, White Pigeon and Niles. He then 
moved to California, MO, in 1871, and three years later discovered 
beds of tiff and iron on his property.

EF Details—Improperly 
Cleaned (NGC). William Levis (1785-1842) was a silversmith in 
Philadelphia at 18 N. Front St. from 1810 to 1814 and in Lancaster, 
PA from 1825 to 1837. Exactly where he was located and what he was 
doing between these dates is currently unknown. This punch is found 
both in a pristine and in a rusted state; this example is from the pristine 
punch. Less than 10 examples are reported on Bust half dollars. There 
is also a straight box punch used by Levis. This is a very popular stamp 
due to its inclusion in the Hard Times series.

From 
1830 to 1833 he was partnered with both of his brothers Isaac and 
Josiah, as well as Erastus O. Tompkins, now named MARQUAND &

Friend 
Miller (1828-1872) was a silversmith, pewtersmith and silverplater 
working in Wallingford, CT. On the 1850 census he is listed as a buffer 
and on the 1860 census he was listed as a button manufacturer! He 
partnered with several other silversmiths in 1866 forming SIMPSON, 
HALL, MILLER & Co. He has design patent #118,630 issued on August 
29, 1871 for an improvement in ice pitchers.

Unfortunately little is known about 
George Smith, but this example is from their six year partnership and 
unlisted in Brunk.

No 
listing states he was a gunsmith, but most machinists did do gun work 
and repair. He is also listed as a gunsmith by Sellers (2008) working 
circa 1849. The Water street address stamped on the coin could be 
from his time at either location, but most likely emanates from the 
1858 to 1861 time period. This variety of stamp with the address is 
unlisted in both Brunk and Rulau and is currently unique.

John was first listed 
in the city directories in 1837, located at 344 N 2nd Street. Then at 
139 Buttonwood in 1839 and 188 Callowhill in 1840. There is only 
a “James Cannan” tinsmith, located at the rear of 488 N. 3rd Street 
in 1841, but a George, James and a John Canon, all tinsmiths, are 
listed in 1842! Our original John is still at 188 Callowhill and living at 
137 buttonwood. All three are listed starting in 1843 and we have an 
additional listing for Canon & Brother at the location for George and 
James (to make matters worse, there is a James Cannon at a different 
location who is a tinsmith). In 1846 John joins with George and James 
to become Canon & Brothers. The other James Cannon is still listed, 
now with a W.A. Cannon! By 1855 we are left with only James and Wm 
A. Cannon as tinsmiths, with James located still at 240 Callowhill, as 
he has been since 1842. In 1858 we have a new John Cannon who is a 
tinsmith located at 106 N. 12th street. James is still listed, but now at 
634 Callowhill. In 1861 James goes into the stove business at the same 
address and John is still working as well. By 1865 James is back listed 
as a tinsmith located at the 634 Callowill address and is last listed in 
1866. This is one of the two examples known on early bust dimes.

Its early production included crinoline hoops, clock 
springs and a variety of other springs. The company later became 
known as The Associated Spring Corporation. When Wallace passed 
away in 1893, his son Carlyle took over the company. The company 
is still in business today after more than 150 years.

Balch (b.1824) was a daguerreotypist in Memphis, Tennessee after 
moving to Joliet, Illinois. In Tennessee, he operated H.A. Balch’s Star 
Photographic Gallery, located at 221 Main St., specializing in Civil War 
subjects including Ulysses S. Grant and General William Tecumseh 
Sherman. At some point his studio was located at 249 & 251 Main 
Street. Balch operated his own gallery except for a short period of time 
when he was in partnership with Robert Peplow at 221 Main Street 
in Memphis. His Joliet counterstamps were likely issued to advertise 
his move to Illinois. Balch was born in Madison, Ohio, Sept. 11, 1824. 
On June 4, 1850, he married Martha A. Curtis of Joliet, Ill. He was 
educated at Madison Academy and Kirkland Institute, where in 1844 
he had charge of the classes in chemistry and penmanship. In 1846, he 
took up daguerreotyping and went south. In 1849, he settled in Joliet. 
His pictures won premiums wherever exhibited. He traveled through 
Kentucky and Tennessee from 1859 until war broke out, and then 
settled in Cairo, IL. Soon after the capture of Memphis, he opened a 
gallery there and remained until 1869, when he bought one thousand 
acres of land in Arkansas. He tried farming there for three years, but 
his crops were destroyed by drought and cattle. He then engaged in 
photography in Hot Springs, Ark., and was burned out in the great fire 
of 1879. In 1880, he received an appointment in the census bureau in 
Washington, D. C, and from 1882 onward, was a clerk in the Pension

According to the 1844 city directory, James is listed by 
himself as a locksmith, with another locksmith named Sidney Ellin also 
listed. In the 1845 directory we now see the firm of James & Thomas 
Ellin after Thomas joined the firm. They are listed in each directory 
of the next four years, but are no longer listed after 1849. As an aside, 
Sidney died in 1848 and his widow is listed at the same address. It is 
likely that Sidney is a relative and perhaps even the father of James & 
Thomas. Where the assumed brothers went after 1850 is not known. 
This example from 1845 just happens to be the year the Ellins went into 
business, but certainly emanates from the 1845-1849 time period. This 
is the exact and only example reported in Brunk.

Starting in 1837 he 
was located at 510 Greenwich. In the listings for 1840 & 1841 he was 
listed as a tool store. From 1842 to 1849 the listing is simply tools. 
For 1850 & 1851 he is listed as tools & saw filer. For 1852-1854 just as 
a saw filer and back to just tools in 1855. Starting in 1856 his listing 
says hardware located still at 510 Greenwich and continues to the last 
year he is listed, 1859. From toys to tools he evidently had a thriving 
business for almost 30 years. Dyer was a prolific stamper of coins, as 
Brunk and Rulau list multiple examples on multiple denominations. 
Brunk states there are two different size punches and suggests the 
larger one is more common but does not break out the two sizes in his 
listing of reported pieces or illustrate the two so they can be identified. 
As he worked during the Hard Times era and no examples dated after 
1840 have been reported, Brunk suggests that these should be listed 
as Hard Times tokens.

Head large cent. Brunk D-320, Rulau-Unlisted. Host coin Fine. 
This is the stamp of Richard J. Devins & Bolton, who were druggists 
working in Montreal, Quebec. Devins & Bolton were “Wholesale 
& Retail Chemists & Druggists” according to one of their ads; they 
operated “next to the Court House” in Montreal. The Devins & 
Bolton counterstamp is far and away the most often seen of any North 
American issuer. A letter sent to elderly Devins in 1880 asked for 
numbers regarding the firms counterstamping activities, and numbers 
they got! Devins recalled: “When I was first in business, owing to the 
numerous and endless oddities of coins (copper) then in circulation, I 
purchased everyone I got hold of (and stamped them) with the words 
‘Devins & Bolton Montreal.’ I kept count up to 1,800 dollars, but did not 
give up stamping.’ They were one of the most prolific counterstampers 
on copper coins. Examples are found on almost every denomination of 
United States coins, as well as those of other countries.

He is 
listed in the Kentucky State Gazetteer and Business Directory for 1883- 
1884 as a druggist located in Franklin. In his obituary it states he was 
a leading druggist for almost half a century, and that later he was 
engaged as a photographer. A letter published in the January 1922 
issue of The Bulletin Of Pharmacy from Grant Felton states that he 
found one of the quarters stamped by Mitchell and wrote to him 
enquiring about it. Mitchell's reply sheds some light on when he was 
stamping coins and how many he might have produced. He states the 
following about the letter from Felton: “...it brings to mind that some 
twenty-five years back, while I was engaged in the drug business, I 
stamped a few quarters as a means of advertising. Thinking it might 
be against the law, I wrote to the Secretary of the treasury and found 
this was true. The practice was, of course, abolished at once.’ Brunk 
and Rulau list two examples reported on Liberty Seated quarters and 
one on a Morgan dollar, but nothing else. Therefore this is a new 
example and denomination.

“City of Brotherly Love.” His advertisements of the era featured just his 
surname, Rudolph, as stamped on his advertising coins. He was the 
second most-famous Gold Rush druggist and a contemporary of J.L. 
Polhemus. He conducted business from 1855-1888 while located at 21 
Commercial Street in Nevada City. He actually owned stores in both 
Sacramento and Nevada City, living at each depending on his health, 
as he had contracted malaria in 1872 and Nevada City was at a higher 
elevation. His second wife (married in 1856) was Julia Rudolph nee 
Swift (1820-1890), who was a well-known photographer in her own 
right. She operated a photo gallery above her husband's drug store 
in Sacramento from 1863 to 1888. After his wife's death in 1890 he 
moved to Larado, TX where he passed away in 1896. Most examples 
encountered are on seated dimes and quarters. Brunk only lists one 
bust dime reported, dated 1835, so this would be a new example.

On 
April 4th, 1899 he was found drowned in the river, evidently due to 
his second, but this time successful, suicide attempt.

Wilkins (1820-1879) was one of the most prolific counterstampers of 
coins, surpassed only by the output of Devins & Bolton of Montreal. 
A dentist by profession (whether he had any schooling, which was not 
necessary in his era, is not known). He acquired an old bank building 
in 1866, where he sold firearms and animal pelts among other items. 
He engaged in many professions, owning a dental practice, barber 
shop and a saloon.” Dr. Wilkins was twice convicted of illegally selling 
liquor in his establishment but, to the surprise of all, was exonerated 
of the charge of hiring a man to burn the barn of A.J. Sherburne. Even 
in death Dr. Wilkins was controversial. His heirs fought vigorously 
over his estate which was not settled for several years” (from Pittsfield 
Historic Trail). He was an alcoholic and eventually died from dropsy. 
He certainly was an interesting character, so much so that a book was 
written about him by our own Q. David Bowers.

We do not know what his exact 
vocation was besides the inventions he patented. Brunk lists only 
one reported example, on an 1857 small cent.

These counterstamped “coins” were tags used on rolls of wire to show 
what they were. The elephant no doubt denotes strength and became 
the brand name. Eventually the company became the Phosphor Bronze 
Smelting Co. which operated at 512 Arch St. in Philadelphia.

This is one of two 
pieces reported by Brunk that have this stamp.

16. ST & B WAY, N.Y. (curved) / PARISIAN VARIETIES (curved) 
counterstamped to each side of Liberty on an 1873-P Liberty 
Seated half dollar. Brunk P-125, Rulau-NY 230. Host coin Very 
Fine. Parisian Varieties was an erotic show of nubile young women 
that opened Sept. 15, 1875, and ran until October, 1876 on Broadway 
in New York City. Parisian Varieties was located on 18 East Sixteenth 
Street between Fifth Avenue and Broadway and offered burlesque 
shows under a variety of different names and managers until the 
building was bought in July of 1877 and subsequently turned into a 
library. Before the Parisian Varieties took residence, the building at 18 
16th Street was known as Allemenia Hall, or Robinson Hall. Originally 
a private home, it subsequently became a club house, a ballroom, and 
afterwards was equipped to handle various stage performances. None 
of the ventures lasted for more than a few years. It is now used as 
office and retail space. Most examples found are struck on half dollar 
coins, with a scant few on dollar coins and at least one 2 reales, so it is 
probable that admission was 50 cents.

He entered 
into partnership with Charles Castle and Washington Kidwell, 1854, 
to form Whitbeck & Cos One-Horse Show, performing in a 110° 
round top, traveling the Ohio River and its tributaries in a steamboat, 
featuring Mme. Tourniaire. They closed an unprofitable season at 
Pittsburgh in October of that year. Dissatisfied with this venture, 
Castle and Whitbeck purchased a large flatboat and converted it into 
a floating theater named the Lattene Gongola and began in November 
of that year floating down the river between Cincinnati and Louisville. 
One foggy night... the boat drifted onto a sand bar; discouraged by the 
unfortunate state of affairs, the two managers said “goodbye” to the 
ship and its occupants. Later, Whitbeck was business manager with L. 
B. Lents Circus in 1869, and assistant manager in 1870. Henry died in 
a railroad accident while the show was traveling on the Erie Railroad. 
The train had left Middletown, N.Y., at 5:00 a.m. enroute to Patterson, 
N.J., with 7 freight cars and 2 passenger cars in the rear, but stopped at 
Turner's Station to check a heating “journal.” While there, it was rear- 
ended by the Atlantic and Great Western express, coming at top speed. 
An example in our 2013 ANA sale sold for a bit over $3,000.

Both VOTE THE LAND FREE and LAND LIMITATION were 
countermarks of the National Reform Association, and since the NRA 
was organized officially in February of 1844, the coins were stamped 
in its first year of existence. The National Reform Party impressed its 
slogan primarily on 1830-1840s large cents, while it lobbied Congress 
for free homesteads in the West. The actual steel stamp punch that was 
used to produce these countermarks is still in existence and resides in 
the Kansas State Historical Society collection and was only discovered 
in 2009 by numismatists. Ellis Smalley was a Plainfield, New Jersey 
blacksmith and political activist who made the die. At this time it is 
not known what the additional CV stamped means, but it is certainly 
contemporary to the main stamp itself. Perhaps it refers to initials of 
one of the people prominent in the movement. A certainly unique and 
interesting example of this popular counterstamp!

The Grand Trunk Railway took a lease on the Chicago, 
Detroit & Canada Grand Trunk Junction Railroad, which remained 
a nominally independent company until 1928 and then became part 
of the Canadian National Railway's US subsidiary, the Grand Trunk 
Western Railroad. West of Detroit the Grand Trunk relied on the 
Michigan Central Railroad for access to Chicago. Rulau states that 
this is possibly a wood cord token. Chickasaw was either a stop along 
the route of the railway or the name of a train engine (however there is 
a Chickasaw just outside Chicago). These were struck by the Chicago 
Seal & Press company. This is the exact example listed in both Brunk 
and Rulau.

Lerf was evidently one of the sailors aboard the Yosemite when she 
was wrecked. The consignor reports seeing one other similar example, 
possibly pointing to a production of multiples for members of the 
crew. The choice of host is fascinating a Peruvian 8 reales that was 
countermarked in the 1830s for use in the Philippines—this coin 
must still have been in circulation nearly 7 decades later in the Pacific 
islands!

Louisiana Senator “Kingfish” Huey Long, a brash, loud, and very 
controversial politician, was attending an event at the posh Sands Point 
Country Club on Long Island, and — after downing too many drinks, 
which was his custom — headed off to the men’s room. In his inebriated 
condition he had a little difficulty with his aim and ended up urinating 
on the pant leg of another man sharing the restroom. The other fellow 
took affront to this and promptly slugged Long in the face, giving him 
a massive black eye — much to the delight of the other dinner guests 
and members of the press attending the gala. A journalist from Colliers 
Magazine jokingly wrote an article suggesting that for such an act of 
public service, donations should be collected to issue a gold medal to 
award to the anonymous assailant. Surprisingly, over $1,000 was raised, 
quite a sum in the days of the Great Depression. 


One 38 mm x 33 mm gold example of this medal was made for the 
unknown man who punched Long, however no one ever came forth 
to claim the prize, and it ended up being presented to the American 
Numismatic Society. A few other examples were made in silver and 
bronze, but this is the first in this large format that we have encountered.

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Terms & Conditions — Showcase and Collectors Choice Auctions 


1. Auction Basics. This is a public auction sale (“Auction Sale”) conducted by bonded 
auctioneers, Stack’s Bowers Galleries or Stack’s Bowers and Ponterio (hereinafter re- 
ferred to as “Auctioneer” and at times as “Stack’s Bowers”). Bidding in this Auction Sale 
constitutes acceptance by you (“Bidder”) of all the Terms of Sale stated herein. Bidders 
may include consignors who may bid and purchase lots in the Auction Sale consigned 
by the consignor or by other consignors pursuant to their consignment agreement with 
Stack’s Bowers (“Consignor” or “Consignors”). A Consignor that bids on their own lots 
in the Auction Sale may pay a different fee than the Buyer's Premium charged to all 
other Buyers. Stack’s Bowers reserves the right to include in any auction sale its own 
material as well as material from affiliated or related companies, principals, officers or 
employees. Stacks Bowers may have direct or indirect interests in any of the lots in the 
auction and may collect commissions. THE TWO PRECEDING SENTENCES SHALL 
BE DEEMED A PART OF THE DESCRIPTION OF ALL LOTS CONTAINED IN THE

Bidder acknowledges that grading of most coins and cur- 
rency in this Auction has been determined by independent grading services, and those 
that are not may be graded by Stack’ Bowers. Grading of rare coins and currency is 
subjective and, even though grading has a material effect on the value of the coins 
and currency, grading may differ among independent grading services and among nu- 
mismatists. Stacks Bowers is not responsible for the grades assigned by independent 
grading services, and makes no warranty or representation regarding such grades. Bid- 
der further acknowledges and agrees that grades assigned by Stacks Bowers and lot 
descriptions are based solely upon an examination of the coins and currency and are 
intended to identify coins and currency and note any perceived characteristics. How- 
ever, coin grading and descriptions are subjective. Stacks Bowers does not warrant the 
accuracy of such grading or descriptions, nor do they in any way form the basis for any 
bid. All photographs in this catalog are of the actual items being sold but may not be 
the actual size or to scale. 


3. The Bidding Process. The Auctioneer shall have the right to open or accept the 
bidding on any lot by placing a bid on behalf of the Consignor or his or her agent; 
a Bidder by mail, telephone, Internet or telefax; or any other participant in the Auc- 
tion Sale. Bids must be for an entire lot and each lot constitutes a separate sale. All 
bids must be on increment as established by the Auctioneer, or half increment (a cut 
bid). Non-conforming bids will be rounded down to the nearest half or full increment 
and this rounded bid will be the bidder's high bid.

Stack’s Bowers reserves the right not to release 
lots for which good funds have not yet been received. On any past due accounts, Stack’s 
Bowers reserves the right, without notice, to extend credit and impose carrying 
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charges (as described below). Buyers agree to pay reasonable attorney's fees and cost 
incurred to collect past due accounts. Any invoice not paid by the Default Date will 
bear a five percent (5%) late fee on the invoice amount. Buyers personally and uncon- 
ditionally guarantee payment in full of all amounts owed to Stacks Bowers. Any person 
submitting bids on behalf of a corporation or other entity, by making such bid, agrees 
to be personally jointly and severally liable for the payment of the purchase price and 
any related charges and the performance of all Buyer obligations under these Terms 
of Sale and Stacks Bowers reserves the right to require a written guarantee of such 
payments and obligations. Bidders who have not established credit with Stack’s Bow- 
ers must furnish satisfactory information and credit references and/or deposit at least 
twenty-five percent (25%) of their total bids for that Auction Sale session(s) or such 
other amount as Stacks Bowers may, in its sole and absolute discretion require before 
any bids from such Bidder will be accepted.

In the event any applicable sales tax is not paid by Buyer that should 
have been paid, even if not such tax was not charged or collected by Stacks Bowers 
by mistake, error, negligence or gross negligence, Buyer nonetheless acknowledges re- 
sponsibility to pay such sales tax and remains fully liable for and agrees to promptly 
pay such taxes on demand, together with any interest or penalty that may be assessed 
by the taxing authority and agrees to indemnify and hold Auctioneer harmless from 
any applicable sales tax, interest or penalties due. Lots from different Auctions may not 
be aggregated for sales tax purposes. 


8. Financial Responsibility. In the event any applicable conditions of these Terms of 
Sale herein are not complied with by a Buyer or if the Buyer fails to make payment 
in full by the Default Date, Stacks Bowers reserves the right, in its sole discretion, in 
addition to all other remedies which it may have at law or in equity to rescind the sale 
of that lot or any other lot or lots sold to the defaulting Buyer, retaining all payments 
made by Buyer as liquidated damages, it being recognized that actual damages may be 
speculative or difficult to compute, and resell a portion or all of the lots held by Stacks 
Bowers, in a commercially reasonable manner, which may include a public or private 
sale, in a quantity sufficient in the opinion of Stacks Bowers to satisfy the indebted- 
ness, plus all accrued charges, and Stack’s Bowers may charge a seller's commission 
that is commercially reasonable. More than one such sale may take place at the option 
of Stack’s Bowers. If Stacks Bowers resells the lots, Buyer agrees to pay for the reason- 
able cost of such sale, together with any incidental costs of sale, including reasonable 
attorney's fees and costs, cataloging and any other reasonable charges. Notice of the 
sale shall be by U.S.PS. Certified Mail, Return Receipt Requested to the address uti- 
lized on the Bid Sheet, Auction Consignment and Security Agreement or other last 
known address by Stacks Bowers. The proceeds shall be applied first to the satisfaction 
of any damages occasioned by Buyer's breach, then to any other indebtedness owed to 
Stacks Bowers, including without limitation, commissions, handling charges, carrying 
charges, the expenses of both sales, seller's fees, reasonable attorneys’ fees, costs, col- 
lection agency fees and costs and any other costs or expenses incurred. Buyer shall also 
be liable to Stack’s Bowers for any deficiency if the proceeds of such sale or sales are 
insufficient to cover such amounts. 


Buyer grants to Stacks Bowers, its affiliates and assignees, the right to offset any sums 
due, or found to be due to Stack’s Bowers, and to make such offset from any past, cur- 
rent, or future consignment, or purchases that are in the possession or control of Stacks 
Bowers; or from any sums due to Buyer by Stack’s Bowers, its affiliates and assignees. In 
addition, defaulting Buyers will be deemed to have granted to Stack’s Bowers, its affili- 
ates and assignees, a security interest in: (x) the purchased lots and their proceeds, and 
(y) such sums or other items and their proceeds, in the possession of Stack’s Bowers, 
its affiliates or assignees, to secure all indebtedness due to Stacks Bowers and its affili- 
ated companies, plus all accrued expenses, carrying charges, seller's fees, attorney fees, 
and costs, until the indebtedness is paid in full. Buyer grants Stacks Bowers the right 
to file a UCC-1 financing statement for such items, and to assign such interest to any 
affiliated or related company or any third party deemed appropriate by Stack’s Bowers. 
If the auction invoice is not paid for in full by the Default Date, a carrying charge of 
one-and-one-half percent (1-1/2%) per month may be imposed on the unpaid amount 
until it is paid in full. In the event this interest rate exceeds the interest permitted by 
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law, the same shall be adjusted to the maximum rate permitted by law, and any amount 
paid in excess thereof shall be allocated to principal. Buyer agrees to pay all reasonable 
attorney's fees, court costs and other collection costs incurred by Stack'’s Bowers or any 
affliated or related company to collect past due invoices or to interpret or enforce the 
terms hereof or in any action or proceeding arising out of or related to the Auction Sale.

Due to the fragile nature of some lots, 
Stack's Bowers may elect not to assume responsibility for shipping or packing, or may 
charge additional shipping and handling. Stack’s Bowers, in its sole discretion, may 
not ship to select countries. Lots indicated as being “framed” or that are specifically 
identified in the catalog are shipped at Buyer's risk. All taxes, postage, shipping, if ap- 
plicable, handling, insurance costs, the Buyer's Premium, and any other fees required 
by law to be charged or collected will be added to the invoice for any lots invoiced to 
Buyer. All lots shipped to foreign countries will be billed an additional one-half percent 
(1/2%) for insurance (minimum of $10). For any lots delivered outside the country 
where the auction is hosted, the declaration value shall be the item(s) hammer price 
plus its buyer's premium.
